COURT ADIUDGES MAN 
HABITUAL DRUNKARD 


W. C. Stribling Jr..Ordered to 
Stop Driving Autos—Wife 
Named Guardian. 


William C. Stribling Jr., an insur- 
ance salesman, 1158 Francis place, 
Richmond Heights, was found to be 
an habitual drunkard today by 
Probate Judge Hughes of St. Louis 
County, who appointed his wife as 
his guardian and ordered him to 
cease driving automobiles. 

Mrs. Stribling testified she did 
not think her husband had had 
“half a sober day since last spring.” 
She said he was a “solitary drink- 
er” and when drunk used foul and 
abusive language, disturbing neigh- 


middle of the night.” 

She said after he had been drink- 
ing he could not handle his auto- 
mobile properly and could not even 
drive it into his garage without 
denting the fenders. 

Dr. Francis M. Barnes, a neurolo- 


gist, who said he had been Strib- 


ling’s physician for about 10 years 
until recently, also characterized 
the insurance salesman as an ha- 
bitual drunkard. 

A representative of the Mercan- 
tile-Commerce Bank & Trust Co. 
testified Stribling had drawn $2000 
of the principal of a $101,892 trust 
fund in 1933, in addition to the in- 
come of $3572, but that last year 
the trustees of the fund refused to 
turn over an additional $2000 of the 
principal, the maximum under their 
discretionary power. Last year 
Stribling received $3078 in income 
from the fund, it was testified. 

Stribling was not in court, but 
was represented by Al Schweitzer, 
former Prosecuting Attorney of St. 
Louis, who made no objection to 
the guardianship. Schweitzer said 
Mrs. Stribling was ‘very patient 
and deserving.” 

Stribling’s father, former 5t. 
Louis wholesale shoe dealer, died 
in California in 1929, leaving one- 
fourth of his estate in trust for 
his son.

NEW YORK, Jan, 25—wNinety- 
three survivors of the sunken liner 
Mohawk, landed here today by the 
Algonquin, told of their rescue at 
sea after the freighter Talisman 
crashed into their ship last night 
off Sea Girt, N. J. 

They told of hours spent in open 
boats when fingers froze to oars, 
and the suffering they experienced 
clad only in what thin clothing they 
had been able to snatch up in flee- 
ing from the liner that sank in half 
an hour after the collision. 

They told of seeing the Talisman 


‘pear down “on thenr at’ 9°30 p. m. 


It was a clear, star-lit, but cold 
night, they said. The freighter 
failed to heed the three quick blasts 
of the Mohawk’s whistle and 
crashed deep into the liner’s port 
side up forward. 

The 160 passengers, most of them 
pleasure-bent for Cuba and Mexico, 
remained calm, the survivors said. 
Capt. J. E. Wood of Jacksonville, 
Fla., gave his last order to “get 
them all into the lifeboats” before 
he went to the bridge. 

Orchestra Leader’s Story. 

Eddie De Waard, Dutch leader 


playing “I Saw Stars” when the 
crash came, was in the last boat 
to slide away from the Mohawk’s 
careening, ice-coated decks. 

“IT saw the captain on the bridge,” 
he said. “There must have been at 
least 40 members of the crew still 
on her. I saw two old women slid- 
ing around on the deck. 

“Then the Mohawk pitched down, 
nose first. I did not see them any 
more. All of them must have died. 
We saw some bodies. No one could 
live five minutes in that water.” 

The suffering of the hour or two 
it took the Algonquin, to pick up 
all the survivors it could showed on 
all. Most of the hands of the men 
were bandaged, skin and flesh torn 
off by oar handles. Many had 
frozen ears. The head of Dr. Sam- 
uel S. Smith of Brooklyn was heav- 
ily bandaged. 

“No one could describe the abso- 
lute misery of those hours in the 
lifeboats,” he said. “Hasn’t any- 
body got a drink?” 

Mrs. Harry M. Sidlett said she 
too saw at least 40 persons still on 
the Mohawk’s frozen decks as the 
liner went down. 

“The lines on our lifeboat were 
tangled and we had to cut them 
away, but the crew acted with won- 
derful courage,” she said. “So did 
my Harry.” Her husband helped 
row one of the boats. 

Occupants of two other boats said 
they too narrowly escaped upset- 
ting in trying to get clear of the 
sinking ship. They cut the ropes 
that had lowered the boats just in 
time. 

Describes the Crash. 

Miss Evelyn Levine of Brooklyn 
said she was standing on deck at 
the time of the crash. 

“Suddenly there was a_ great 
knock—just as if two houses were 
pushed together,” she said. “There 
didn’t seem to be any panic, but 
one man dashed up and yelled: 
‘There’s water in my room;’” 

Shortly afterward, said Miss Le- 
vine, the crew began to herd the 
passengers on deck and issue life- 
belts. 

“I didn’t have a lifebbelt for the 
first few minutes, but one of the 
officers took off his and gave it 
to me, she said. 

There were about 30 survivors in 
the lifeboat which took her off, she 
said, and as the boat tossed about, 
searchlights from rescue ships 
played on them. 

A bellboy, William F. Doyle, mak- 
ing his first ocean trip, said the sea 
was rough when the lifeboats were 
launched. He was standing at the

with a pistol in his hand and took 
him into an eight-day captivity. “I 
saw the man very distinctly,” said 
Dr. Kelley. 

McDonald, who is charged with 
kidnaping for ransom, grinned un- 
easily as the doctor pointed him 
out. His pallid face flushed and he 
shook his head nervously as the tes- 
timony proceeded in a courtroom 
filled to capacity. 

Later in his testimony Dr. Kelley 
made a second positive identifica- 
tion of McDonald. Describing his 
captivity in a house on the East 
| Side, he said: “I saw a man pass a 
door who had on exactly the same 
garb that this man sitting here 
(glancing at the defendant) had on 
when he got into my car.” 

Also Dr. Kelley testified he rec- 
ognized McDonald’s voice as that 
of the man who threatened to cas- 
trate him while he was in captiv- 
ity. 

Bart Davit, another defendant 
awaiting trial, was identified by 
Dr. Kelley as the man he several 
times saw operating the dials of a 
radio in his last place of captivity. 
“IT saw his profile, most of his full 
face and the back of his head,” the 
doctor added. 

Dr. Kelley Begins His Story. 

Dr. Kelley began his testimony 
by telling how he was lured from 
his home on a stormy night on a 
fake telephone call for his profes- 
sional services for a sick child. He 
related in detail the circumstances 
of the kidnaping, his days in cap- 
tivity. 

Judge Nolte, at the request of 
defense counsel, instructed Dr. 
Kelley that he could not mention 
the murder of John C, Johnson, 
Negro farmer of St. Charles Coun- 
ty in whose shack the physician 
was first held captive. It will be 
remembered that Johnson, after 
turning State’s witness, -was killed 
by. machine guuners last May while 
in protective custody at the home 
of Deputy Sheriff Newbold. 

Direct examination of Dr. Kelley 
was completed shortly after the 
luncheon recess. About 40 persons 
who had seats in the courtroom 
remained there during the noon re- 
cess, somc having carried their 
lunch, others sending out for it. 

Tells of Party for Wife. 

Dr. Kelley, dreSsed in a dark 
gray suit, with white shirt and blue 
tie, took the witness stand at 9:35 
and was immediately asked by As- 
sociate Prosecuting Attorney Wolfe 
if he remembered the night of April 
4, 1931, 16 days before the kidnap- 
ing. 

He replied that he did, that it 
was Mrs. Kelley’s birthday, and that 
he and his wife went to the Hotel 
Coronado dining room to a party 
given in honor of the occasion by 
Mr. and Mrs. William D. Orthwein 
II. Mrs. Orthwein is Mrs. Kelley’s 
sister. 

While there, he continued, he no- 
ticed “a woman by the name of Mrs. 
Muench,” referring to Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench, 4736 Westminster 
plece, a defendant in the case whose 
trial is set for Feb. 25. 

Says Mrs. Muench Observed Him. 

“I saw her dance frequently past 
the table where I was sitting, and 
observe me,” he testified. 

“Have you since seen the man she 
was dancing with?” the prosecutor 
asked. “I thought so. I have seen a 
man who resembled him strongly.” 

On objection of defense counsel, 
Judge Nolte ordered this response 
stricken from the record, and ruled 
that the witness might describe the 
man. Continuing, Dr. Kelley said 
he was tall, dark of complexion, had 
a tanned face, and wore a suit of 
biue or other dark material, and 
spats.

ber election, were nolle prossed to- 
day by Prosecuting Attorney Fin- 
negan. This is the second time the 
charges have been dismissed. 

The Democratic Prosecutor’s pre- 
decessor, Harry P. Rosecan, a Re- 
publican, discharged his assistant, 
William J. Hough when Hough nolle 
yrossed three indictments against 
Miller Dec. 27, shortly before Rose- 
can went out of office. Rosecan 
then issued informations charging 
the same offense. 

When Miller and William Moore, 
Democratic judge in the Fourth 
Precinct of the Fourth Ward, who 
was charged jointly with Miller in 
one information, appeared before 
Judge Griffin in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction today for arraign- 
ment. Finnegan announced that all 
charges would pe nolle prossed. 

Statement by Finnegan. 

He then gave reporters. the fol- 
lowing prepared statement: 

“My reasons for causing the crim- 
inal informations which were filed 
by my predecessor, on practically 
the last day of his term against 
James H. Miller and William Moore 
to be nolle prossed arise from the 
fact that the evidence in each and 
all cases is wholly insufficient to 
support a conviction of either of 
the persons informed against. 

“To those who are familiar with 
the fact$ surrounding the filing of 
these informations, it is easy to 
understand the political purpose 
they were meant to serve. These 
same charges on Dec. 27, 1934, were 
nolle prossed by William Hough, an 
assistant of my predecessor, on the 
ground of insufficient evidence. 

“T have no hestitancy in saying 
that the motive of my predecessor 
in refiling the information after 
they were nolle prossed was purely 
political and that had the charges 
in these cases been against any 
persons other than James H. Miller 
or some election official of the 
Fourth Ward, these proceedings 
never would have been instituted.” 

In nolle prossing the indictment 
jointly naming Miller and Moore, 
Hough had presented a sworn state- 
ment by William Collins, Negro Re- 
publican worker, exonerating the 
Fourth Ward boss. The statement 
was at variance with testimony 
Collins had given before the grand 
jury. 

Collins, on Jan. 12, repudiated the 
statement presented by Hough and 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
his story to the grand jury in which 
he told of Miller ordering him out 
of the polling place and Moore pull- 
ing him out by the arm, was. the 
correct version. 

The Republican worker said he 
had repeated the statement he had 
made to the grand jury to Hough 
who had it typed and gave it to 
him to sign. He asserted the state- 
ment “wasn’t like I told him.” 

Previous Circumstances. 

When Hough nolle prossed_ the 
cases they were pending in the oth- 
er division of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction presided over by 
Judge Joseph F. Dickmann. Judge 
Griffin had disqualified himself 
because he had been a candidate at 
the November election and also be- 
cause he was a member of the staff 
of the Circuit Attorney when infor- 
mation on which the indictments 
were based had been presented to 
the grand jury. 

The cases of three Fourth Ward 
precinct canvassers, charged with 
willfully neglecting to check names 
on their verification lists after the 
registration preceding the Novem- 
ber election, were set for March 15, 
when they were called today in 
Judge Dickmdnn’s court. The _ de- 
fendants are Roy Rummerfield, in- 
dicted on two charges, and Henry 
G. Reim and Frank Bounck, named 


in one indictment each.

OF HAUPTMANN BEGUN 


“To a Certain Extent,” He Tells Prosecutor, 


He Stands on Statements He Gave 
At Bronx Courthouse.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 25.— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, cross- 
examined by Attorney General Mi- 
lentz late this afternoon, at his 
trial for murder of the kidnaped 
Lindbergh baby, said that “to a 
certain extent” he had told the 
truth. Asked, “Do you stand in 
your statements?” he answered: 
“To a certain extent.” 

Hauptmann volunteered a state- 
ment that all his statements on his 
finances were his best recollection 
and that there were no records. 

@. Mr. Defendant, when you 
came here you came illegally? A. 
Yes. 

Q. You came here in 1923? A. 
Yes. , 

Q. You were given the opportu- 
nity of earning a livelihood? A. 
Yes, 

Q. You weer given police protec- 
tion, always? ‘A. Not quite. 

Q. You have an opportunity to 
tell the truth now today? A. I 
have told the truth. 

Q. Do you stand on your state- 
ments? <A. To a certain extent. 

Wilentz shouted: “Did you lie to 
District Attorney Foley, or did you 
tell the truth?” <A defense objec- 
tion was sustained. 

Q. Did you tell the truth? A. To 
a certain extent. 

“To a Certain Extent.”

LINDBERGH ‘MORE CERTAIN’ 
JOHN’ WAS HAUPTMANN 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan, 25.— 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, after 
listening for nearly an hour to the 
throaty voice of Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, leaned toward Col. H. 
Norman Schwarzkopf and said: 
“That is the same voice, I am now 
even more certain than before.” 

He repeated his identification of 
Hauptmann as the “John” who col- 
lected $50,000 ransom in St. Ray- 
mond’s Cemetery nearly three 
years ago. 

According to a reliable source, 
Col. Lindbergh's intent study of 
Hauptmann’s features as he testi- 
fied yesterday made him positive 
that he saw Hauptmann somewhere 
near the cemetery before the mon- 
ey was paid.

*“‘Were you ever in Hopewell in 
your life?” Edward J. Reilly, 
chief defense attorney, asked, “I 
was not,’’-he said, 

“On the night of March 1, 1932, 
were you on the grounds of Col, 
Lindbergh’s estate at Hopewell, 
N. J.” “I was not!” 

Hauptmann said that Isador 
Fisch, the dead German furrier, 
was the owner of the Lindbergh 
ransom money found in his Bronx 
garage. 

The defendant said he never 
saw the Lindbergh baby and did 
not write the ransom note left in 
the nursery, 

Hauptmann this afternoon 
charged that New York police of- 
ficers had told him to misspell 
words in his writings taken after 
his arrest. He also said he was 
beaten by New York police. 

Direct examination of Haupt- 
mann was completed shortly before 
4 o'clock this afternoon and Attor- 
ney-General Mileutz began cross 
examination. 

Court convened at 10:05 and the 
prisoner’s eyes swept the court- 
room as he waited for Attorney 
Reilly’s first question. His hands 
were folded in his lap. 

Testimony in Detail. 

Q. Where were you living at the 
time of your arrest. A. At Two 
Hundred and Twenty-second street, 


Q. How long had you lived at 
that apartment? A, Two years. 

Q. At the time you married your 
wife, did she have a savings ac 
count? A. In the Central Savings 
Bank, 

Hauptmann said the winter he 
was married he and an associate, 
Diebig, bought a lunch room for 
$900 in cash, 

Q. How long were you in the 
lunch room business with Diebig? 
A. A few weeks. 

Reilly elicited the information 
Hauptmann sold out his interest 
in the restaurant at a $400 profit. 

Q. In 1929, including the mort- 
gage of $3500, how much were you 
worth? A. Approximately $9000. 

Q. What year did you enter the 
Wall street market? A. I guess it 
was ‘29. 

Q. And you bought and sold 
stocks up until your arrest? A, 
Yes. 

Market Operation With Fisch. 

Q. When did you meet Isador 
Fisch? A. The early part of 1932, 
April, I guess. 

Q. When did he suggest going in- 
to Wall street? A. It was May. 

Hauptmann said he liked to go 
to the Steiner, Rouse brokerage of- 
fice “to watch the board,” although 
he never traded there until after 
meeting Fisch. 

Q. Did Fisch ever give 
money? A. Yes, he did. 

Q, When was the first transac- 
tion you remember in which Fisch 
gave you money? A.I guess it 
started in August. 1932, yes. 

Q. Now did Fisch visit your 
home? A. Yes. 

Q. What business was he in? A, 
Fur trading. 

Hauptmann, speaking slowly, 
said he went into the fur business 
with him “half and half.” “I gave 
him $600,” he said, 

Q. Did you ever receive any 
money from the fur business? A,

Q. Did he have any invoices made 
out? A. I think he did. 

. By a young woman in the 
neighborhood? A. Yes. 

Q. Did you ever meet a Miss 
Halpert in connection with Fisch's 
fur busiuess? A. Yes, at Mr. and 
Mrs. Henckel’s house. 

Q. How did you come to meet 
Henckel? A. At Hunter's Island. 
Fisch lived with the Henckels. 

Q. Do you remember when Fisch 
went to Europe. <A. December, 
1933. 

Q. Who was at your house that 


night? A. Mrs. Fredericksen. 
Q. And he never returned? A. 
No. 


Q. When was the last time he 
called at your house? A. The night 
before he sailed. 


Q. Did Fisch have anything with 
him that night, a bundle, a pack- 
age? A. No, sir. 

Q. Before he sailed did he leave 
anything with you? A. Two suit- 
cases; 400 skins; a little box. 

Q. The skins, what were they? 
A. Hudson seal. 

Q. Did you have those skins in 
your possession when you were ar- 
rested? A. I did. 

Hauptmann said the New York 
police, as for all he knew, had pos- 
session of the skins. 

Q. What kind of a little box was 
it. Pasteboard or wood? A. I found 
out it was a shoe box later. 

Story of the Little Box. 

Hauptmann leaned forward as he 
tald how he got the box from Fisch. 
“He had a little package. He asked 
me to keep it in a dry place. I put 
it in the broom closet on an upper 
shelf.” 

Q. Whereabouts in the 
A, On the upper shelf. 

Q. How long did that shoe box 
remain in the broom closet? A. Mid- 
die of August, '34. 

Q@. What caused you to disturb 
it? A. I hit the box with a broom 
handle. I damaged it and saw Hit 
had money in it. 

Q. Was there any moisture there? 
A. It was all soaking wet. I took 
the box down. 

Q. Did you take the box down?

_ A. I put it in the garage. 


Q. How much money was there? 
A. I didn’t count it. 

Q. Is that the money you after- 
ward sturted to spend? A. Yes, 

Q. Was it the money found in 
vour garage” A. Yes.

Never in Hopewell.” 

Reilly switched his questions to 
the map of the crime area near 
Hopewell. ) 

Q. I'm pointing now to the estate 
of Col. Lindbergh. Hauptmann, 


“ were you ever in Hopewell in your 


life? A. I was not. 

Hauptmann looked carefully at 
the map. 

Q. On the night of March 1, 1932, 
were you on the grounds of Col. 
Lindbergh’s estate at Hopewell, 
N. J.? A. I was not. 

Q. On the night of March 1, 1932, 
did you leave on the window seat 
of the nursery a note? A. I wasn't 
there at all. 

Q. On the night of March 1, 1932, 
did you enter the Lindbergh nur- 


sery and ? A. I did not. 

Q. And steal young Charles A. 
Lindbergh Jr.? A. I was never 
there. 


There was a trace of bewilder- 
ment in his tone. 

Q. You never saw Baby Lind- 
bergh in your life? A. I never saw 
him, 

Denies Writing the Note. 

Reilly handed him the ransom 
note left in the nursery. He held 
it gingerly as he studied it. 

Q. Did you see that note before? 
A. I saw it in the Bronx court- 


room. 

Q. Did you write it A. I did 
not. 

Q. Did you leave it in the Lind- 
bergh nursery? A. I did not. 

Hauptmann smiled. Col. Lind- 
bergh studied the ex-convict's face. 

Q. Will you again tell the jury 
where you were March 1, 1932? You 
referred to it in a general way yes- 
terday. A. I took my wife to the 
bakery, between half past six and 
quarter to seven in the car. 

Q. How many miles was it from 
your home to the bakery? A. A 
good mile. 

How He Spent the Evening. 

Q. After Anna entered the bakery 
at 7 o'clock, what did you do? A. I 
went right home, put the car in 
the garage. I left my house later 
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and went to the subway. I took 
the subway to Seventy-second street 
to the Majestic Apartments. My 
tools were in the carpenter shop. 
I told the superintendent I can’t 
starve. So I left the tools at the 
Majestic and I went back to the 
employment agency where I got the 
job. I tried to get the $10 back. 
(The $10 was a fee he said he had 
paid the employment agency.) 
I couldn't get it back. They said, 
“come around tomorrow. There 
may be something doing then.” 

He told how he visited another 
agency and Radio City seeking a 
job but had no success. 

“I went home about 5 o'clock,” 
Hauptmann centinued. “There was 
nobody there I went to the hak- 
ery for Anna I would say around 7 
o'clock. My wife was alone there.” 

Q. Did you do anything with the 
Fredricksen’s police dog? A.I 
usually took him out for a walk, 

Q. While waiting for Anna? 
A. Yes. 

Took Dog for a Walk. 

Q. Tell us what you did that 
night. A. I usually had my supper, 
then I took the dog out for a 
walk— 

Q. Never mind what you usually 
did, did you take the dog out that 
night? A. I did. 

Q. Did you meet anybody? A. A 
7.an at a gascline station was ask- 
ing abont the dog. 

Q. Yoit remember meeting a man 
on the night of March 1, who talked 
about the dog? A. Yes. 

Q. At about what time of night? 
A. Between 8 and 8:30. 

Q. Did you bring the dog back to 
the restaurant? A. A quarter to 
nine, a quarter after 9 o’clock. I 
don’t remember. 

Q. In the neighborhood of 9 
o’clock, anyhow. A, Yes. 

Q. Did you drive your wife home? 
A. Yes. 

Exchange With Wilentz. 

Wilentz again objected to the 
questions as leading and Reilly as- 
serted “We allowed the Attorney- 
General to testify all through the 
State’s case. I am merely trying to 
direct his attention to March 1.” 

Q. What did you do? A. We went 
home and I put the car in the ga- 
rage. 

Q. Soon March 1, 1932, I ask you 
again were you in Hopewell, N. J.? 
A. No. 

Reilly had him describe his move- 
ments on March 2, how he went 
downtown and bought a newspaper. 
“Then for the first time I read 
about the Lindbergh kidnaping,” he 
said, 

Reilly produced one of the ran- 
som notes, addressed to Col. Lind- 
bergh March 4, 1932. 

Q. Did you address this letter 
to Col. Lindbergh? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you write that? A. I 
did not write anything like that. 

Q. When was the first time you 
read that letter? A. I saw some let- 
ters in the courtroom in the Bronx. 
I don’t know which ones. 

Q. You didn’t mark them? A. No. 
Q. When did you first learn that 
Col. Lindbergh lived at Hopewell? 
A. I read it in the paper. 

Q. When did you read of the kid- 
naping? A. March 2. 

Didn't Know Col. Lindbergh. 

Q. You didn’t know Col. Lind- 
bergh? A. No, 
Q. You didn’t know he lived in 
Hopewell? A. No. 

Q. You were never in Hopewell? 
A. No, 

Q. When did you first read he 
lived in Hopewell? A. On March 2, 
1932, when I read it in the paper. 
Q. Do I understand you, every 
day you went the usual route look- 
ing for work. A. March 2. I took 
my tools— 

Q. Are these your tools? A. Yes. 

Hauptmann squatted down and 
examined the tool box, checking 
over its contents. 

Resuming his story he recounted 
how he worked at the Nationa! 
Lumber & Millwork Co. lumber- 
yard doing “contract work” be- 
tween the ist and 15th of March, 
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State traced the lumber used in the 
kidnaper’s ladder. 

On March 15, the defendant said, 
he started work at the Majestic 
Apartments, after calling at the 
employment agency where he was 
registered. 

Q. The best of your recollection 
is that you went to work on the 
15th or 16th? A. Either one of the 
two days. 

Q. And you worked right through, 
as you testified yesterday? A. Until 
April 2. 

More About Ransom Notes. 

Reilly brought forward more ran- 
som notes, 

Q. I ask you if you mailed this 
envelope and these two letters to 
Col. Henry L. Breckinridge? A. I 
did not. 

Q. Is_ that 
A. It is not.

Q. Did you know a “Jafsie?”

Q. I show you exhibits S22 and 
ask if that’s your handwriting? It 
is not. 

Q. Did you ever know of a Col.

Q. Did you mail this letter to Dr. 
John Condon March 9? A. No. 

Q. Did you have any one mail 
that letter for you? A.I did not. 
ask if that’s your handwriting? 
A. It is not. 

Q. I ask you if you wrote that 
letter? <A. I did not. 

First View of Dr. Condon. 

Q. When for the first time did 
you see Dr. Condon who testified 
here? A. ™ a New York police 
station. The downtown district. 

Q. That was after your arrest? 
A. Yes. 

Reilly brought forward another 
ransom note. Hauptmann said the 
letter and the envelope were not 
in his handwriting. One by one, 
Reilly brought the notes of the 
correspondence between the kid- 
naper and “Jafsie” to Hauptmann, 
who denied he wrote any of them. 

Finally Reilly produced the 
wrapping paper in which the kid- 
naper mailed the baby’s sleeping 
suit to Dr. Condon. 

Q. I ask you if any part of this 
paper—if the first or the second ad- 
dresses on it were written by you? 
A. It’s not written by me. 


Testimony on Sleeping Suit. 


Reilly produced the sleeping suit. 
Hauptmann gazed at it. 

Q. Did you ever take that off 
Baby Lindbergh? A. I never saw 
that baby, alive or dead. 

Q. Did you ever have that suit 
in your possession? A. I did not. 

Q. Did you ever: mail it to Dr. 
Condon? A. I did not. 

Hauptmann’s face was pale. His 
head turned to the side as he 
answered and he shifted uneasily 
in his chair. 

Q. You saw the thumb-guard here 
in court? A. Weil, I saw it only at 
a distance. 

Q. I ask you, did you ever see 
that thumb-guard? A. I never saw 
that. I don’t know what it is for. 

Hauptmann’s eyes were fixed on 
the little wire contrivance as Reilly 
held it up between thumb and fin- 
ger. 

Another ransom note was thrust 
before Hauptmann. And another. 
And another. 

“Did you write that letter,” Reilly 
asked each time. “No, I did not,” 
was the reply to each question. 

Scene During Recess. 

After a brief recess Reilly dis- 
cussed an exhibit with his associ- 
ates, and Hauptmann looked 
around the room. Justice Trench- 
ard suggested Reilly proceed and 
Hauptmann swung his head to 
stare at the presiding judge. 

Reilly showed the witness a pic- 
ture of the scene of the ransom 
contacts “John” had with Dr. Con- 
don. It showed the entrance of 
Woodlawn Cemetery, when “John” 
and “Jafsie” met for the first time. 
It was admitted as evidence. 


Q. Did you know a Dr. Condon? N

the main entrance of Woodlawn 
Cemetery is from your house? A. 
I don’t know where the main en- 
trance of Woodlawn Cemetery is. 

The map of the Bronx area was 
again tacked to the exhibit board. 
Reilly designated Woodlawn Cem- 
etery with the long pointer. Wi- 
lentz aided in pointing out the gate 
at Two Hundred and Twenty-third 
street. 

Q. Were you at that gate, or in- 
side that gate, the night of March 
12? A. I was not, 

Reilly pointed out on the map the 
Hauptmann house and the ceme- 
tery gates to the defendant. 

Q. How far would you say now 
it was? A.I really can’t say. 

Q. How far to Webster avenue? 
A. To Webster avenue, I figure, 
would be 40-50 blocks. 


. Q. Were you there in that ceme- 


tery on the night of March 12, 1982? 


A. I can’t remember I ever was 


there. 

Q. But on that night, were you 
there and did you meet Dr. Condon 
there? A, No. 

Q. Have you any independent 
recollection where you were the 
night of March 12? A. What day 
of the week was it? 

Q. Saturday. A. I really don’t 
know, it’s hard to remember. 

Q. But were you at Woodlawn 
Cemetery? A. I was not, 

Q. Did you climb over any gate 
and run away from Dr. Condon? A. 
Certainly not. 

Reilly showed him a picture of 
the frankfurter stand near the 
cemetery where “Jafsie” found a 
note from the kidnaper. 

Q. Were you ever in that frank- 
furter stand? <A, No, I was not. 

Q. Did you ever sit on a bench 
there and talk to Dr. Condon? A. 
No. 

Q. Did you ever see this shack 
(indicating the place where Dr. 
Condon and the kidnaper talked, 
seated on a bench)? A. No. 

Q. Did you ever sit there cough- 
ing with Dr. Condon? A. No. 

The Kidnaping Ladder. 

“Bring out the ladder,” Reilly di- 

rected. 
Reilly asked, “Now, how many 
years, Bruno, have you been a Car- 
penter?” “About 10 years,” Haupt- 
mann replied. 

Q. Did you build 
A. I am a carpenter. 

He grinned and the courtroom 
tittered. 

“Quiet,” shouted the ushers. 

Q. Did you build that ladder? 
A. No. 

Q. Have you noticed its construc- 
tion? A. I have been noticing it. 

Reilly called Hauptmann from 
the stand to examine the ladder. 

Q. In your opinion, does it look 
like a well made ladder? A. It 
doesn’t look like a ladder at all.

Board From the Attic. 

Hauptmann was then led into a 
recital of his life at the Bronx 
house. He named the persons living 
in the small three-apartment frame 
building. 

Q. So there were a landlord and 
two tenants living in your house? 
A. That’s right, 

Q. Now there has been exhibited 
here a board out of the attic of 
your house. Did you take any board 
from the attic of your house? 
A. No. 

Q. Did you take any board and 
carve or cut it? A. I did not, 

Q. There was nothing in your 
attic when you moved in? A. No, 
it was empty. 

Denies Owning Chisel. 
Reilly brought to the witness the 
chisel found on the Lindbergh es- 
tate. 

Q. I ask you if you brought this 
chisel to the Lindbergh estate? A. 
This chisel wag never in my posses- 
sion. I never owned it. He ex- 
amined thc tool very minutely, turn- 
ing it over in his hands before he 
answered. 

Q. Now, carpenters can buy 
chisels from a supply house? A. 
Every hardware store. 

Q. Anyb-dy can buy a chisel. He 
doesn't have to be a carpenter? A. 
No. 

Q. Anybody can buy tools? 
If you can 
right. Yes. 

Denial of $50,000 Ransom. 

Q. Now on April 2, Saturday 
night, were you in St. Raymond’s 
Cemetery and did you receive $50,- 
000 from Dr. Condon? A. I did not. 
A faint smile accompanied the 
answer. 

Q. Is that the night you testified 
to concerning the musical, first 
Saturday of the month? A. Yes. 

Q. Did you go out? A. Yes, halt- 
past eleven. I took Kloeppenburg 
to the station at White Plains eave- 
nue, nine blocks from the house. 

Q. Can ‘you give me your best 
recollection whether you did any 
dealings with Fisch through the 
Market through Carleton Mott? A. 
No. Not Carleton Mott. 

Reilly switched to the Haupt- 
mann bank accounts and asked 
him if it was correct the account 
of his wife, Anna Schoeffler, had 
a balance of $411 in 1928 when it 
was changed to a joint account un- 
der the name of “Richard and An- 
na Hauptmann.” 

Q. There is a withdrawal here, 
June 25, 1928, $456.22. Can you re- 
call the reason for the withdraw- 
al? A. I guess it must have been 
when my wife went to Germany 
the first time. 

Q. I show you a deposit of $728 
A. This time I was working i 
hard mostly evenings, Sundays and 
Saturdays. I opened an account at 
White Plains Avenue.

Withdrawal to Pay for Car. 

Hauptmann told of withdrawals 
to pay for his car, in July, 1931. 

Q. Here is a withdrawal of $450 
July 3? - A. I guess that was the 
trip to California. 

Reilly finally reached 1932, and 
he questioned Hauptmann on the 
deposits and withdrawals. Some of 
the withdrawals, the witness said, 
were for the fur business which he 
conducted with Fisch. 

Q. So that you were constantly 
making withdrawals and deposits? 
A. Yes. 

Reilly asked about a withdrawal 
of $837 in June, 1932, and a deposit 
a day or two later of $817. Haupt- 
mann could. not recall the transac- 
tion, saying “Mr. Fisher has the 
slip, my memorandum.” Reilly ob- 
tained permission to suspend the 
line of questions until after the re- 
cess. 

Q. When did you start your ac- 
count with Steiner Rouse? A. Au- 
gust, I think, 1932. 

Q. What was your first transac- 
tion? Hauptmann shook his head, 
saying, “Some belonged to Fisch. 
Some belong to me.” He explained 
he had made a memorandum over 
last week-end on his Wall street op- 
erations and he could testify bet- 
ter with its aid. Reilly said he 
would abandon that line temporar- 
ily. Wilentz said the State had no 
objection to the witness’ testifying 
from notes. 

Discovery of Ransom Money. 

Q. Now getting back to Fisch’'s 
trip to Europe, you say he left a 
shoe box with you. When did you 
discover any money in that box? 
A. Middle of August °34. 

Q. What did you do. Take it to 

the garage? A. Squeezed it out 
first. 
Q. What do you mean? A. There 
was water in it. There was a leak 
in the roof, The water sometimes 
was standing in the closet this 
much (indicating about one inch 
with thumb and finger). 

Q. You were in the top floor 
apartment. This peaked roof was 
over you? A. Yes. 

Hauptmann then described the 
room arrangement of the apart- 
ment and entrance at the rear of 
the house. 

Q. How large a room was the 
kitchen? A. Twelve by six I should 
say. In the rear of the house. 
The witness said the broom closet 
was near the icebox. 

Q. How wide was the closet? 
A. About two feet. A little bit more. 
(He indicated with his hands). 
There were plumbing pipes passing 
through the closet to the roof. 

Q. Explain to the jury how the 
water got into that closet. A. It 
comes through the roof, The water. 
There must be a leak around the 
pipe. 

Q. You mean at the exit through 
the roof? A. Yes. The shingles may 
be loose. I never was up on the 
roof, 

Q. Did the rain always come in 
there? A. Sometimes none came in. 
Sometimes we got plenty, I guess 
it was the side the rain fell on. 
Q. It did not leak from the pipes? 
A. No, 

The defendant told how curtains 
and other objects were wet by the 
water, 

Practically Falling Apart. 

Q. What was the condition of the 
box from the time you put it up 
there and when you took it down? 
A. It was practically falling apart, 
Hauptmann told of finding the 
money wet. 

Q. Describe the money? A. There 
were four bundles wrapped up in 
brown paper. It was thin wrapping 
paper. 

Q. What did you take it down to 
garage with? A. A pail. 

Q. This was August,

Hauptmann described the location 
of the garage at the house with a 
narrow road between and a low, 
concrete wall along the side of the 
yard, 

Q. So you took the money to the 
garage? A. I put it in a basket and 
covered it up.

Seys Mohawk Veered Across Bow. 

Capt. Edmund Wang of the Talis- 
man in a statement late today as- 
serted the Mohawk was responsible 
for the collision. He charged that 
the liner unexpectedly veered across 
his bow. 

“The Mohawk was observed a 
mile or two distant on the Talis- 
man’s starboard quarter. She was 
overtaking the Talisman on. the 
Talisman’s starboard side,” the 
Captain said. “The Mohawk was 
going much faster than the Talis- 
man, and drew abreast of her and 
then ahead. As the Mohawk was 
drawing ahead she suddenly shear- 
ed sharply to port and ran directly 
across the Talisman’s bow, nearly at 
rigpt angles.” 

Chief Officer Cort M. Pedersen of 
the Mohawk said the Mohawk had 
stopped “for a time” off Ambrose 
light to calibrate its compass a 
procedure requiring as much as 
two hours.

Barnett, who was rescued by the 
Champlain, said he, owed his life to 
the fact that, when the ship ca- 
reened at a 45-degree angle, he 
slipped on the icy deck and fell into 
a lifeboat which was already in 
the water. 

Along with 21 members of the 
crew the Champlain brought one 
passenger to port. He was F. L. W. 
Richardson of Charles River Valley, 
Mass. 

Richardson was one of two men 
from the Champlain who were 
rushed to hospitals by physicians 
expressing a fear that pneumonia 
might develop.

Asked if any aboard the Mohawk 
had jumped into the water, over 
which hung a thick vapor, Com- 
mander MacLane said, “plenty.” 

Coast Guardsman Hymer said his 
crew transferred four Mohawk sur- 
vivors from the Limon to the 
Champlain and 18 others were 
transferred by a crew commanded 
by N. B. Tuttle. 

The survivors swung down ropes 
from. the deck of the Limon to the 
picket boats, Tuttle said, and then 
were hoisted up to the deck of the 
Champlain, again by the use of} 
ropes. 

That many of the Mohawk’s crew 
and passengers might be suffering 
from injuries was suggested by 
Tuttle, who said several of the 18 
he transferred were hurt. One, he 
said, had two broken ribs, another 
had a frozen hand and another suf- 
fered frozen fingers. It was near 
zero on the beach and residents of 
the area said the temperature was 
probably lower on the water. 

The Tuttle and Hymer crews 
hardly had warmed up at their sta- 
tions before orders were received 
to return to the scene of the wreck 
in an attempt to find persons still 
reported missing.

ON RIVERVIEW DRIVE BILL

MISSOURI HOUSE PASSES

Empha- 
sizing his woras with quick, graphic 
gastures, he described the disturb- 
ing aftermath of the World War 
in Europe and the turmoil from 
which fascism arose. 

The notion tnat a United States 
of Europe can be achieved when 
the bickerings of diplomats cease 
he branded a “Utopian dream.” In 
tt1.e way of such an organization 
stand the psychological factors of 
the varying racial customs, nation- 
ai traditions, and definite terri- 
torial divisions of the continent, he 
said. 

Lange, himself a war veteran, 
decorated for bravery, said, “The 
common mar of all countries re- 
members the horror and carnage of 
war, yet the force of national feel- 
ing has swept dictators into power. 
In Germany the financial reverses 
of the middle class brought a sense 
of injustice from which Hitler 
promised to free the nation.” 

Fascism has improved both Ger- 
many and Italy internally, Lange 
admitted, citing better. economic 
conditions and working organiza- 


|} tion in the latter country. “But in 


the aggressive, militant spirit and 
destruction of free speech and 
thought, fascism assumes an omi- 
nous significance. Hitler’s excita- 
bility is a read war danger.” 

The antagonism between France 
and Germany unsettles the entire 
world, and remains the most press- 
ing international problem, he said. 
In explaining the French point of 
view he said: 

“France still bears the scars of 
war and the memory of the two in- 
vasions by Germany. Hitler’s peace- 
ful pronouncements do not obliter- 
ate these material and psycholog- 
ical wounds, especially when he is 
simultaneously purchasing arms. 
Security is the principal factor in 
French politics and also is coming 
to dominate England more and 
more,”

By his questions, Lacy 
began building up innuendos against 
the credibility of Dr. Kelley’s ver- 
sion of his kidnaping for ransom. 


Dr. Kelley’s wife, in reply to the. 


direct questions of Proscutor John 
J. Wolfe, told of occurrences before 
the kidnaping, which later appeared 
significant, and which were related 
in the trial of Angelo Rosegrant, 
convicted last October on the kid- 
naping charge and sentenced to 20 
years’ imprisogment. 
Story of Incident at Dance Party. 

She told of the party at the Coro- 
nado Hotel the night of April 4, 
1931, given by Mr. and Mrs. Orth- 
wein, who are her brother-in-law 
and sister, in celebration of her 
birthday. At that time, she said, 
Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, now a 
-o-defendant in the kidnaping case, 
janced near the Kelley-Orthwein 
party “all evening,” and paid par- 
ticular attention to their table. Her 
dancing partner, Mrs. Kelley be- 
lieved, was Rosegrant. Mrs. Kelley 
told, too, how Mrs. Muench called 
at her home to see about a dress 
bought by Mrs. Kelley from Mrs. 
Muench, which had proven a mis- 
fit, and the questions asked by the 
visitor—did Dr. Kelley answer night

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BILL FOR 9 BILLIONS IN BONDS 
UP FOR VOTE IN HOUSE TODAY 


Treasury Asking for Authority to 
Issue That Amount Including 
; “Baby Bonds.” 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—House 
leaders decided to bring to a vote 


today the bill to permit issuance of 
$9,000,000,000 in bonds, including 
“bahy bonds.” 

The Ways and Means Committee, 
in reporting the bill, said the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury regarded it 
as necessary, “to finance the needs 
of the Government in the most eco- 
nomical manner possible.” 

At present, the Government has 
authority to issue a total of $28,- 
000,000,000. It has issued all but $2,- 
500,000,000 of that. Although pearly 
$12,000,000,000 has been retired, re- 
placements may not be issued. The 
new measure, instead of setting a 
gross $28,000,000,000 maximum, calls 
for a $25,000,000,000 revolving limit. 

Saying the new bill “has no effect 
upon the total of the debt outstand- 
ing” the committee asserted the 
change would “permit the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to issue securi- 
ties best suited, at the time, to meet 
conditions of the market and the 
needs of the Government.” It said 
some $5,000,000,000 in “high interest” 
Liberty Bonds could be called and 
refunded with lower interest rates. 


Cut in Beer Tax. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. — Con- 
gress was asked yesterday to re- 
duce the tax on beer from $6 to $2 
a barrel. The proposal was made 
in a bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Maas (Rep.), Minnesota.

“There was something over my 
eyes, and what I called a hood over 
my head and shoulders,” Dr. Kelley 
explained. 

“Did they 
jewelry?” 

“No, they omitted taking my tie 
pin. It was covered by the hood. 
While on the bed I asked for a 
drink of water. I was told I could 
raise this hood and I raised it in 
such a way I could get a look out 
in front of me. I saw I was in what 
appeared to be an attic. Silhouetted 
by the dim light of a lamp was a 
chimney running up through the 
roof. 

“In the center of the room was 
seated a man, drinking water. He 
had a triangular shaped cloth hang- 
ing from here to here.” Dr. Kelley 
indicated by motions that the cloth 
hung over the chin and to a point 
about eight inches below. “He had 
a large caliber revolver across his 
knees,” he added. 

“What occurred that 
doctor?” Wolfe inquired. 

Night in Captivity. 

“That night I was exhausted. I 
asked for more covers and eventu- 
ally went to sleep. I awoke at day-

Beyond 
eek that is over the foot of the 
bed, I saw @ window covered with 
burlap. Behind me there was a 
window, which w4s uncovered, I 
raised up as quietly as I could and 
saw a landscape. I saw the front 
of a barn. To the left I saw 4 dis- 
tinctive looking house, which im- 
pressed itself on my memory be- 
cause it was different than I had 
ever seen with that kind of land- 
scape. 
“As I moved the bed creaked and 
immediately a man appeared with 
a gun. He told me to stay quiet. 
“Did you hear any voices? 
“Yes, I heard @ man’s voice, He 
said, ‘Don’t look out the window.’ 
He then told me there was a man 
stationed in the barn, who would 
shoot me if I showed my head. He 
took my hood and handed me a pair 
of goggles. While changing I dis- 
covered my pillow was & pile of 
sacks.’ 
or took off my glasses, then put 
on the goggles,” Dr. Kelley contin- 


ued. “A man came up the stairs, 
and I heard tacking behind me. He 
went downstairs, and I perceived 
that burlap had been tacked on the 
window.” 


Defense Lawyer Interrupts. 


At this point in the testimony, 
Lacy said he had an objection to 
make to the Court. He explained to 
Judge Nolte, with Wolfe listening, 
but out of the jury’s hearing, that 
he did not wish Dr. Kelley to re- 
peat the reference made by him, in 
Angelo Rosegrant’s trial, to the mur- 
der of John C. Johnson, Negro 
dweller in the cabin. It was at the 
corresponding point, in the Rose- 
grant trial, that Dr. Kelley told of 
hearing a voice “of a Negro or a 
Yankee” outside, and said it was 
“the voice of the Negro Johnson, 
who was murdered.” Johnson, who 
iturned State’s evidence, was killed 
by machine-gunners last May. 

“I don’t want Dr. Kelley to blurt 


out that statement in front of this 
jury,” Lacy said, and Judge Nolte, 
calling Dr. Kelley to him, told him 
he should not refer to the murder. 

“In the early afternoon,” Dr. Kel- 
ley proceeded after returning to the 
witness chair, “I heard a voice out- 
side.” Asked if he had heard the 
voice since, he said, “Yes—it was 
the voice of a Negro man by the 
name of Johnson.” 


Says He Has Identified Place. 

“Have you since seen the place 
where you were held?” 

“Yes, it is in St. Charles County, 
three or four miles from St. 
Charles.” He identified photographs 
of the interior and exterior of the 
house, the latter picture being 
shown to the jury. 

“What happened after the band- 
|age was removed from your face?” 
the witness was asked. 


“Because my tiepin had not been 
taken, I had removed it and pinned 
it on my underwear. I removed 
partly the adhesive tape, and then 
I measured, as best I could, my pu- 
pillary distance on the goggles, and 
with the pin I worked and wiggled 
until I got an opening of a certain 
size, and then did the same to the 
other glass, and found I had the 
holes accurate enough so that by 
slightly turning my head I could 
bring objects into my line of vi- 
sion.” 

“Were you 
eat?” 

“About noon.I said I was hun- 
gry, and could I have something. I 
was brought something, and re- 
moved by goggles and found two 
sandwiches wrapped in paper and 
a bottle of milk. The name of St. 
Charles Dairy was blown in the 
bottle. 

Talk on Handling of Ransom. 

“A man came part way upstairs 
and asked whom [I knew in St. 
Louis—anyone who could handle 


ransom for me. I said I didn’t. He 
asked if I knew any lawyers. I said 
I had lawyers among my patients 
and my friends, but that, fortunate- 
ly, I had not had to use them pro- 
fessionally. He asked me to name 
a lawyer, and I said I didn’t want 
to put anyone in an uncomfortable 
position, and didn’t name anyone, 

“I was told to get up, that I was 
going home, and my shoes were 
given to me. They said I couldn’t 
get down the stairs with the gog- 
gles on, so let me take them off, 
and I was able to see the broken 
step at the bottom. . 

“After I got downstairs, I put on 
the goggles, and there was a whis- 
pered conversation. Someone had 
come. I was told to go back up- 
stairs, that I wasn’t going home. In 
about an hour I was told again that 
I was going home. I went down, 
put on the goggles, trudged through 
the mud, and was pushed into the 
back seat of a car. 

“Finally I saw through my gog- 
gles that we were at what ap- 
peared to be a crossroads, where 
there was a filling station. The car 
stopped and one of the men in the 
front seat—there were three at the 
time—got out, and the car went on 
without him. We rode a very long 
time. The car stopped again. One 
man got out and seemed to go to a 
box at the side of the road. Then I 
was told to get down. The car was 
so crowded I did not feel able to 
get down, and I was pushed, and 
finally was able to get down only 
because the car door was opened 
and I thrust one leg outside. We 
were about to pass a car.” 

Dr. Kelley told of further riding, 
and of being told again to crouch; 
at the same time, he said, one of 
the men placed his head and shoul- 
ders in such a way as to screen 
him. 

“The car stopped again,” he said, 
“and I heard conversation which 
suggested to me a toll, 25 cents. 
We drove on some distance, and

It said in red letters, ‘East St. 
Louis,’ arid marked the east ap- 
proach of the Municipal Bridge. 
We passed it, then turned around 


‘}and passed it again. 


“We made one long stop after 
passing that sign. I thought we 
were waiting for a ferry. We drove 
on, then stopped in front of a 
house. A man came ott; there was 
@ conversation; then he got in a 
car and drove off, and we drove 
on. 

Heard Clicking of Revolvers. 

“Next we stopped behind a shed, 
and I could hear the clicking of 
revolvers being cocked. Then I was 
pushed out of the car onto the 
highway, and we ran as fast as we 
could across the road and into a 
house and upstairs. 

“I was taken into a room, and 
was asked if I would like to have a 


jdrink. I said no, but a drink and 


sandwiches were brought. I rec- 
ognized the voice as that of the 
man who had got into my car.” 


“Whose voice, doctor?” Wolfe 
asked. 


“McDonald's,” said Dr, 
looking at the defendant. 

“I started to take a sip of it, but 
it was so manifestly doped that I 
refused, and I didn’t touch the 
sandwiches either. 


“Then the same voice said to me, 
‘We're waiting here for someone 
to come, and we're going to cas- 
trate you.’” "uo 
' The last sentence was spoken in 
a low tone, and Dr. Kelley was told 
by the court to repeat it, which he 
did, louder, this time using his 
captor’s exact words, and added, 
“T was intensely perturbed.” 

“T got up and said, ‘I’ve stood 
enough and if anyone dares to mo- 
lest me I am going to resist with 
every ounce of energy I possess.’ 
I was told to go up to an upstairs 
room, which I refused to do. I said 
I was satisfied where I was.” 

Later, when the room was empty, 
the witness continued, he raised his 
goggles. Nearby was a dressing 
table with a rouge-stained makeup 
towel on it. 

“There was also a pair of mani- 
cure scissors with very sharp 
points,” he continued. “I slipped 
them into my pocket. They gave 
me a sense of great security, for at 
least I was not entirely defense- 
less. 


Kelley, 


Second Identification. 

“I lay down on the bed facing 
one of the doorways. Around that 
time I saw a man passing the door- 
way who had on exactly the same 
garb that this man sitting here 
(glancing at McDonald) had on 
when he got into my car.” 

After a while, he continued, he 
dozed. When he awoke he saw 
that his window looked out on a 
blank wall. Past a corner of the 
wall he could see a highway on 
which was heavy motor traffic. 
Finally, he said, he was told to put 
on his goggles and was led up- 
stairs. 

“It was cold, bitterly cold,” he 
continued. “I sat there a long time, 
most of the afternoon, Outside the 
room was a passageway. It was 
there the guards seemed to stay 
who were looking after me. Every 
time I was quiet too long, a gun 
would poke through the doorway 
and someone would say, ‘How are 
you? What are you doing?’ Every 
time I made any noise the same 
thing happened. So I coula neither 
be quiet nor make a noise. 

Tells of Seeing Rosegrant. 


“Finally I heard whistling and 
footfalls. At the time I was lying 
on the bed. I had removed the 
goggles. As I watched, a man 
passed.” 

“Who was he?” “A man I have 
since been told is named Angelo 
Rosegrant.” 

“You have 
“Yes.” 

“Now, doctor, what else happened 
in this place where you saw Mr. 
Rosegrant?” Wolfe asked. 

“I was told to keep on the blind- 
fold, cover my eyes. The door 
opened and I heard furniture be- 
ing moved into the room. The ar- 
rangements were completed and 
whoever it was went out. A voice 
outside the room said, ‘We want 
you to write a letter to your wife. 
You can say anything you like. We 
just want her to know that you are 
all right. You can make it as per- 
sonal as you wish.’” 

Wrote Note to His Wife. 

The witness told of removing his 
goggles and finding a table with 
writing material near the foot of the 
bed. 

“I wrote the note and called out 
that I was finished,” Dr. Kelley 
related. “The voice outside the 
room said, ‘You need not address 
the envelope, we just wanted to see 
your handwriting.’ He told me to 
blindfold myself. I put on the gog- 
gles, and someone came in and 
then went out. When I looked 
again the note was gone, but the 
envelope I had started to address 
was stil] there. 

“In a few minutes I was told I 
was going to write a ransom note. 
They dictated the note. It was a 
demand for $250,000.” The witness 
said he snapped on the goggles, and 
the note and writing material was 
taken away, and he wrote no more 
at that place. 

“Time went on,” Dr. Kelley con- 
tinued. “Most of the day I sat in 
the chair. It was cold. I got in 
bed and covered up. After some 
time I was told again I was going 
home. I put on the goggles and was 
led down stairs and out across an 
open way. They walked me around 
some until, in perfect stillness ex- 
cept for the clicking of guns, I was 
put in an automobile, which was 
driven down the road at very high 
speed until we stopped at a house. 
I was put in a room that was dark 
and given coffee and sandwiches.” 

Later, the witness said, he was 
led to another room and shoved 
nto a bed. Light entered this room 
from another, he said. 

Other Notes Written by Captive. 

“It was there I saw a man I have 
never seen since. He was standing 
in a doorway of another room for 
a long time looking at me. I was in 
this house the longest time, about 


seen him since?” 


three or four days. I wrote other 
notes there.” 

Dr. Kelley described the room in 
which he was held, stating that the 
doors, leading to other rooms, were 
guarded constantly by two men. 
When he caused noise by moving 
around the guards admonished him 
to. be quiet, and he heard the click 
of gun mechanism, he related. 

“It was here I saw a-machine 
gun pointed in the room,” he said, 
resuming the narrative. “I saw part 
of the arm of the man who held the 
gun. He asked, “Do you know what 
this is? Ever see my typewriter?” 
I replied that I knew what it was, 
but hadn’t seen one since the war. 
‘I write with this very often,’ the 
man said. ‘There are people,’ he 
continued, ‘whe have too much to 
say. There are many door steps 
smeared up for people who tell too 
much. If you do say anything there 
is going to be a door step smeared 
up on Portland place.’ ” 

At another time, Dr. Kelley testi- 
fied, he heard the rustle of paper 
and assumed his guards were read- 
ing newspapers. The guards in- 
quired for names of possible ran- 
som negotiators, the witness said. 
“They insisted that I name some- 
one,” he told the jury. “I replied, 
‘You might as well lay off that, I 
shall never disclose the name of 
anyone to handie negotiations.’ ” 


Ransom Note Dictated to Him. 

Several times the guards ordered 
him to “behave,” Dr. Kelley said. 
This was when his movements 
about the room caused noise. “I 
told them I had been there long 
enough,” he said he had replied. It 
was about this time that Dr. Kelley 
wrote the third letter, which he 
described as the second ransom 
note. 

“It was dictated to me in its en- 
tirety,” he testified. “Even to the 
salutation to my wife. The demand 
was for $150,000 ransom.” The wit- 
ness identified the note, which, 
however, was not read then. 

Dr: Kelley testified that the day 
after writing the third note he was 
asked to write another. “I dipped 
the pen in the bottle and started to 
write. There was fluid on the pa- 
per, but it wasn’t ink. I called that 
there was some mistake. After I 
had donned my goggles a2 man 
came in. He examined the fluid 
and said, ‘My God, I made a mis- 
take, that’s the lysol’.” 

“IT then wrote the note asking for 
Sigmund Bass as intermediary. This 
note was so badly dictated that to 
make it intelligible I altered a few 
words. 

“One night I heard a number of 
whistles, appearing to be signals, 
and was told to put on my goggles. 
The room was dark, there were va- 
rious calls, and a great deal of ten- 
sion. No radio played that night. 
People came into my room, and 
heard the metallic rattle of par- 
aphernalia. Men stayed in my room, 
and I could hear a metallic sound. 
Things quieted down, and the next 
day was as usual. 

“T was told at the close of the 
day that I was going home. I was 
there so long I was allowed to 
shave; a safety razor was given me, 
and I had access to the washbowl. 

Dr. Kelley Transferred Again. 

“One night I was told I was go- 
ing home, and got into a car as 
usual, and we raced madly, but not 
very far, stopped, and I was taken 
out. I heard the noise of ducks, and 
it seemed there might be a duck 
pond near. I was ied into a hcuse 
and put down on what seemed to 
be a bed. I lay there all night, and 
could see,I was inside a room. I 
could hear strange noises, and there 
was a high window above my head. 

“Later I asked if I might take 
off my goggles and read, and they 
said yes, if I would sit in a chair 
facing the corner of the room, and 
not turn around. I asked for a 
magazine. I spent the whole day 
in that corner, fairly near the stove, 
and comfortably warm. I could hear 
cars passing; it was obviously on 
a. street. People would come to the 
coor, IL would hear them knock, 
someone would tell me to put on 
my goggles; someone would go to 
the door, and would tell the caller 
that the persons he asked for were 
rot there.” 

“A car drove up and stopped out- 
side. I said, ‘What does this mean, 
that I’m going home,’ and they said, 
‘Yes, we just got word it’s fixed for 
you to go at 11 o'clock tonight.’ 
There were great preparations, 
great excitement.” 

Lacy objected to this statement, 
saying it consisted of “dramatic 
phrases intended to excite the jury. 
Someone else might not have been 
excited at all by what was happen- 
ing.” He was sustained. 

Says Man Inquired for “Goldie.” 

“The occupants appeared to be 
cleaning up, preparatory to leav- 
ing,” the witness continued. 
“There was the sound of scrubbing 
and of brushes—as of tooth brushes 
—and of shaving. The radio started 
up. During this time someone came 
to the house and a voice asked for 
aman. I can’t remember the name 
he used. The voice said, ‘Is so-and- 
so and Goldie here?’ and someone 
replied, ‘No, so-and-so and Goldie 
have gone to the slough.’” 

(Adolph Fiedler, first witness for 
the State, testified Mrs. Muench 
was known as “Goldie.”) 

“T was even allowed to go into 
the bathroom and allowed to wash 
up and brush my clothes. Incident- 
ally, the best meal I had had was 
cooked in celebration of this de- 
parture. 

“Again Lacy objected, this time 
to the use of the word “celebra- 
tion,” and was sustained. 

“T heard a car drive up and a 
whispered conversation. I sat in 
the room reading. I looked up at 
the clock in the room. It was just 
11 o’clock, I raised my voice and 
said, ‘I thought I was going home 
at 11 o'clock.’ Somebody outside 
answered, ‘Well, somebody was just 
here and said different arrange- 
ments were to be made, so you bet- 
ter settle down for the night. 

“IT was told to put on my goggles 
and was led to another room. [ 
removed them, threw myself on the 


bed and fitfully slept, I don’t know | 


for how long. A voice awakened 


ee 
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me and said, ‘Get up, you’re going 
home.’ I had been told that so often 
that I said, ‘Oh, tell me another, 
and rolled over.” 

Here the witness was interrupt- 
ed in his recital by the prosecutor 
who asked if he had seen anyone 
else in the house. 

“In this room,” Dr. Kelley an- 
swered, “there was a door leading 
There was a 
radio in the next room. I could see 
its whole front as it was played— 
which was constantly. Much dialing 
was being done. 

Says He Saw Bart Davit. 

“Several times I saw a man oper- 
ating the dials. I saw his profile, 
most of his full face and the back 
of his head.” 

“Have you 
“¥ es.” 

“Who is he?” “That man is the 
Man by the name of Bart Davit.” » 

Instructed to continue with his 
story he said: 

“As' I was saying, I had just 
turned over when I was deliberately 
hoisted: out of bed. My hat was 
thrown on my head, my raincoat 
was thrown around me and I was 
hustled down the stairs into an 
automobile. 

“Before they took me down the 
steps a man said, ‘You are going to 
be turned over to a man named 
John Rogers of the Post-Dispatch, 
and he is the only God-damned man 
that’s done anything for you and 
we want you to do exactly as he 
says.’ 

“They jammed behind me into 
the car and we went down the road 
faster than we had ever gone be- 
fore. As we were driving one of 
the men in front turned around to 
me and said, ‘You’re going home. 
We're going to turn you over to 
John Rogers of the Post-Dispatch 
and you’re to do exactly as he says.’ 


Dr. Kelley Finally Released. 


“The car finally stopped. All got 
out and they pulled me out after 
them, Then they got back into the 
car and drove off. I thought, ‘It 
seems to be true after al.’ The first 
thing I wanted was a cigarette. I 
reached into my pocket, where I had 
some, and started to light it before 
I realized I was still blindfolded. 

“I raised my goggles and saw a 
car coming toward me, It stopped 
and a man I had never seen before 
got out and came toward me. We 
spoke simultaneously. He said, ‘Are 
you Dr. Kelley?’ and I said, ‘Are you 
John Rogers?’ We answered ‘Yes’ 
together. 

“He said, ‘Get into my car, we’re 
going back to St. Louis.’ I said, 
‘Thank God.’ 

“On the way back I said, “The 
one thing I want to know is, was 
any ransom paid?’” 

Lacy objected strenuously to this 
question and any answer that might 
have been made, “unless John 
Rogers is a co-conspirator in this 
case.” He was overruled. 

“Rogers said,” the witness  re- 
sumed, “that not a cent of ransom 
was paid and repeated, ‘We’re driv- 
ing to St. Louis.’ Later that morn- 
ing I went to my home.” 

The witness stopped. Wolfe 
turned to Lacy and said, “You may 
take the witness,’ but the Court 
thereupon announced a recess for 
luncheon. 


More Questions by Wolfe. 

However, when court reconvened 
at 1 p. m., Prosecutor Wolfe an- 
nounced he had several more ques- 
tions to ask. Following the Prose- 
cutor’s questions, the witness said 
he had once again seen the house 
where he was first held captive 
when he visited it with Prosecuting 
Attorney Anderson last February. 

The place, he said, had been 
changed in some details, the ground 
outside had been cleared, the stair- 
way in the house replaced by an- 
other one. The bed was in a dif- 
ferent position in the attic, and 
holes in the sides, roof and floor 
had been repaired. 

“But the first room inside,” he 
added, “looked exactly as it looked 
when I saw it as I came down the 
stairs.” ; 
Cross-Examination of Dr. Kelley by 

Lacy. 


Lacy’s first question on cross-ex- 
amination was: “Dr. Kelley, are 
you a native of St. Louis?” The 


seen him since?” 


witness replied that he was born in 


St. Louis, had attended St. Louis 
University and several other uni- 
versities, and had taught classes at 
St. Louis and Washington universi- 
ties. 

“Did you ever take part in school 
plays?” “I don’t remember that I 
did.” 

“Didn’t you ever take part in dra- 
matics at St. Louis University?” “I 
don’t thing so. I might have. I 
think I remember vaguely rehears-| 
ing for some school play while I} 
was a boy.” 

“Ever take up the study of dra- 
matics or eloclution?” “Never.” 

Objection by the State. 

Wolfe objected to this line of in- 
terrogation. Lacy returned to ques- 
tions about Dr. Kelley’s education. 
The witness said he had studied 
two years in Europe, at the univer- 
sities of Berlin and Vienna, had 
taken medical studies at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and had 
worked in various university 
clinics, specializing in diseases of 
the nose and throat. 


He said he was married on Nov. 
3, 1921, ang had lived here since, 
except for several months spent 
at the University of Pennsylvania, 
and recalled definitely that he did 
not leave St. Louis during the 
months of January, February or 
March, 1931. 


The witness did not recall any 
out-of-town medical meetings in 
January. In answer to Lacy’s ques- 
tions, Dr. Kelley recited his office 


the weather on the night of April 
20, 1931. The witness said it was 
“raining torrents.” Lacy inquired 
about the temperature. Dr. Kelley 
said he had no idea what the tem- 
perature was, except that it was 
cold enough to have a fire, The 
attorney inquired if it was “freez- 
ing weather,” asking if there was 
ice in the streets and was told there 
was no ice, only water. When Lacy 
pressed the witness again as to 
whether it was freezing, Dr. Kelley 
said it snowed during the night, 
that he saw snow when he looked 
out the window of Johnson’s house 
next morning. 

“Well, was it freezing?” Lacy, 
asked again. 

“I don’t know,” Dr. Kelley re- 
plied. “It was cold and-I tried to 
keep warm in the dirty blankets.” 

“Did the snow appear to be froz- 
en?” the attorney asked. The wit- 
ness paused, then replied, “I was al- 
ways uncer the impression that 
snow is frozen water.” 

Lacy replied: “Well, I guess it 
is.” Dr. Kelley made a remark in 
a low tone, and was answered by 
Lacy. Judge Nolte interrupted the 
exchange as spectators laughed. The 
remarks could not be heard at the 
press table. 

The questioning on frozen snow 
led to several remarks on meteor- 
ology by Lacy. Dr. Kelley said, “I’m 
not a meteorologist.” Lacy replied, 
“You're not?” 

Asked About Hotel Party. 

Questioned about Mrs, Kelley’s 
birthday party at the Coronado, Dr. 
Kelley said he recalled that Mr. and 
Mrs. Bixby and Mr. and Mrs. Orth- 
wein were present, but admitted he 
did not remember the other guests. 
Asked if the man dancing with the 
woman referred to as Mrs. Muench 
wore evening clothes, Dr. Kelley 
said to the best of his recollection 
the man had on a business suit. 

“You have described the woman 
as a blonde. Was she?” “Well, 
her hair was a shade of red; she 
was not a brunette, and I might 
have said blonde, there are 80 
many shades these days it is diffi- 
cult to distinguish.” 

The cross-examination continued, 
with counsel and witness discuss- 
ing the difference between a blonde 
and a brunette, what Dr. Kelley 
regarded as a “short” woman, and 
what “medium-sized,” the acuteness 
of his hearing. From time to time 
Lacy -read from the transcript of 
the Rosegrant trial the answers 
Dr. Kelley had made to questions 
put to him, but uncovered no di- 
vergences. 

Interest of spectators lessened 
visibly. A young woman in the 
front row dozed. The jurors leaned 
back in their chairs. 

Judge Nolte Interrupts. 

At one point Judge Nolte inter- 
reputed to say, “Mr. Lacy, it seems 
to me we are getting into an ab- 
stract examination here.” Lacy 
replied, “I object to the Court’s in- 
terruption without an _ objection 
from the State,” and continued 
with the same course of examina- 
tion. 

Referring frequently to the tran- 
script of the Rosegrant trial. testi- 
mony, the defense lawyer attempt- 
ed to elicit the admission that on 
that occasion Dr. Kelley had iden- 
tified McDonald only by his voice. 
The witness said that was not cor- 
rect. 

The examination then went into 
a lengthy and abstract discussion 
of the voice, and its characteristics 
as to timbre, volume, pitch, inten- 
sity and quality. At one stage of 
the discussion Dr. Kelley said: “Are 
you asking me to answer aS an ex- 
pert?” 

“Well, Doctor,” said Lacy, “I as- 
sumed that you were. Are you?” 

“I’m too modest to say,” the wit- 
ness replied, smiling faintly.

HAUPTMANN DECLARES 


Hauptmann’s Alibi Witnesses 


TELLS THE STORY 
OF HIS EARLY 
LIFE IN GERMANY 


In First Hour on Stand He 
Declares It Was His 
Practice to Keep Savings 
About House. 


By the Associated Press. 
FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 25.— 
The testimony which Bruno Rich- 
ard Hauptmann gave while on the 
witness stand in his murder trial 


yesterday was largely biography. 

Telling how he was born in Sax- 
ony, Nov. 26, 1899, he recalled that 
he started work when he was 14 
years old. The war dragged on and 
he was called to the colors at 17 to 
serve as a machine gunner in the 
Kaiser’s army. | 

For a year and three quarters he 
served with the German troops, he 
said, being gassed at the front. De- 
mobilized, he was unable to obtain 
work. He told of a prison sentence 
at Beuthen and a parole. 

The next chapter dealt with his 
three attempts to smuggle himself 
into the United States after he had 
stowed away on a transAtlantic 
steamer. The third time success 
crowned his efforts. 

His first job in America was as 
a dishwasher in lower New York 
at a weekly salary of $16, he said, 
but he was soon telling how he ob- 
tained employment as a mechanic, 
then as a dyer, and then as a ma- 
chinist. 

Finally, he said, he obtained a 
position as a carpenter and _ plied 
this trade over a period of years. 
Meanwhile, he met and married 
Anna Schoeffler. 


Frugal and Economical. 

During the narrative Attorney 
Reilly lost no opportunity to bring 
out how industrious the witness 
was, and how carefully he saved as 
much as he possibly could. The tes- 
timony painted a frugal and eco- 
nomical carpenter, and a wife who 
worked in a bake shop after her 
marriage to supplement the family 
earnings. 

Hauptmann described how he 
worked week-ends during 1928, 
amassing about a thousand dollars 
from his work on three houses in 
his off hours. 

Reilly led him deftly to the way 
he kept his money—a point which 
will figure importantly in subse- 
quent phases of the defense. In 
1929, the witness remembered, he 
kept more than $3000 about his 


home, while his bank accounts 
contained only between $500 and 
$700. 


Persons who have followed the 
trial closely saw this testimon” «4s 
paving the way ior the unexplaine'l 
appearance of large sums of mo7ey 
in Hauptmann s barking and brok- 
erage accounts during the period 
subsequent to the $5°,000 in ransom 
payment. It ‘eft the door open for 
Hauptmann to say that the money 
the State savs came from the ran- 
som payment was in reality funds 
he had secreted about his home as 
was his won't for years. 


The Day of the Kidnaping. 


When the account reached the 
date on which the Lindbergh boy 
was kidnaped. Hauptmann’s recital 
of that day’s events was as calm 
and as natur«l as any other portion 
of his testimony. He hed found a 
job at the Maicstic apsrtinents in 
Midtown Mantsttan, he said, and 
reported for werk at 8 «. m. The 
superintendent told him he couldn't 
put him to wo-k until the fifteenth 
of the month and he Ieft, going 
ouc to seek other employment dur- 
ing the next two weeks. 

On March 15. he went on, he final- 
ly went to work at the Majestic at 
a salary of $100 a month. He 
worked right up un-i! April 2, the 
day the $50,000 ransom was passed 
to the kidnaper over the hedge of 
a Bronx cemetery. On th.xt day he 
quit because ke saia he found out 
he was being prid only $50 instead 
of $100 a month. 

He left the job at 5 p. m, and 
reached his Bronx home about 6 
o’clock, he testifiea He had his 
supper with nis wife and about 7 
Hans Kloepvenbur;, dropped in. 
April 2 was e Saturday, he ex- 
plained, and “gur music evening is 
the first Saturday in every month.” 

An Evening of Music. 

He spoke of Kloeppenburg. “He 
was playing the guitar and I was 
playing the mandolin and we used 
to play together and enjoy our- 
selves for about hour, hour and a 
half, to keep in practice,” he tes- 
tified. 

“And how late was this month- 
ly gathering, when’ would it wind 
up, what time?” 

“Not before 11 o'clock. Eleven, 
12 o’clock altogether,” the witness 
replied. 

Thus did Hauptmann quietly ac- 
count for his activities and where- 
abouts on the night when Dr. John 
F. Condon swore he paid him the 
$50,000 ransom, and Col. Lindbergh 
swore he heard Hauptmann’s voice 
calling directions to Condon before 
the ransum actually changed hands. 

His Testimony in Detail. 

On taking the stand, Hauptmann 
recited briefly his early years in 
Saxony where he was born Nov. 26, 
1899. He attended a trade school 
for two or three years. He learned 
to write German script, but knew 
no English writing. 

Q. And what trade did you study? 
A. Carpenter trade. 

Q. Any other trade? A. Yes, ma- 
ehinery, machinery. 


Q. At what did 
k?

Q. Where did you work? A. In 
mine home town, Kamenz, 

Q. As a carpenter’s helper? 
Yes. 

Q. And for that service you re- 
ceived ‘a salary of how much a 
week?

Q. Of course, I take it that you 
lived with your people at that time. 
A. Yes. 

Q. Did you continue to work as 
a carpenter until the war broke 
out? A. Yes. 

Q. And how old were you when 
you went to war? A. Seventeen 
and a half years. 

Q. And how many years did you 
serve in the army? A. One and 
three-quarter. 

Gassed During the War. 

Q. During your service were you 
wounded? A. Slightly wounded, 
gassed. 

Q@. You were gassed? Hauptmann 
nodded. 

Q. When did you come out of the 


A. 


army? A. It was around Christmas 
time, '18. 
Q. 1918? A. Yes. 


Q@. And then did vou come home 
to your home town? A. Yes. 

Q. Were you able to get any work 
at that time? A. Nov. 

Q. Germany was ir a very poor 
condition, wasn’t it? A.It was. 

Q. Now, during the period of re- 
construction in Germany, about 
1919 and 1220, you ‘were convicted 
of some offense there, is that cor- 
rect? A. I was. 

Q. And when was 
spring time, 1919. 

Q. And as a result of that did you 
serve any sentence? A. Yes. 

Q. Where? A. Beuthen. 

Q. And afterwards were you pa- 
roled? A. Yes. 

Q. And were you sdmitted to pa- 
role on March 30, 1923? A. Yes. 


Stowaway Three Times. 


Q. When did you first attempt to 
erter the United States? A. Sum- 
mer time, 1920-23. 

@. You boarded a steamer did 
you not, as a stowaway? A.I1 did. 

Q. Came to America and you were 
discovered on board the ship, were 
you? A. Yes. 

Q. Taken to Ellis Island, is that 
correct? A. Yes. 

Q. And returned to Germany? 
A Yes. 

Q. When did you next attempt to 
enter the United States? A. I guess 
it was August, the same year. 

Q. You were caught again, were 
vou? A. Yes. 

Q. When was the third time? 
A. November, the same year. 

Q. Were you successful that year? 
A. Yes. 

Hauptmann said he got a job as 
a dishwasher in lower New York 
and remained there a month and a 
half, receiving $16 a week. He lived 
at that time with a family named 
Aldinger on the upper West Side. 
When he quit his dishwashing job 
he was hired as a mechanic. 

Later he worked as a dyer, then 
as a machinist. 

First Work as Carpenter. 

Q. And each time you would try 
to improve your position: Is that 
correct? A, Yes. Q. Then did you 
finally obtain a position as a car- 
penter? A, Yes. 

Q. And did you receive a salary 
of approximately a dollar an hour? 
A. Yes. 

Q. And do you recall how long 
you worked as a carpenter in the 
first place, the place you were get- 
ting a dollar a day, eight dollars— 
a dollar an hour, rather—eight dol- 
lars a day? A. In the first place, 
approximate two months. 

He met his wife, Anna Schoeffler, 
in 1924, he said. She was employed 
on New York’s West Side. Shortly 
after meeting her Hauptmann

Alibi Witness Uncertain Pris- 
oner Was at His Shop 
Night of Kidnaping. 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 25.— 
Christian Fredericksen testified 
in Bruno Richard Hauptmann’s 


trial yesterday that Mrs. Haupt- 
mann came to work for him and 
his wife at their bakery-lunch- 


room in the Bronx in 1929. She was 
counter girl and waftress, serving 
five or six tables. 

In March, 1932, he said, his wife, 
who worked in the store, had every 
Tuesday and Friday night off. Mrs. 
Hauptmann stayed at the store in 
her place instead of going home 
early. 

Q. Now who was in the habit in 
February and March, 1932, of bring- 
ing Anna Hauptmann to work? A. 
Her husband would usually bring 
her to work. 

Q. And on Tuesdays and Fridays 
during February and March, 1932, 
what time would Anna Hauptmann 
be through her work? On Tuesdays 
and Fridays. A. Oh, I would say 
usually around 9 o'clock. 

Q. And who would come and take 
her home? A. Well, her husband 
usually always came; as a rule he 
always come. 

Q. Well, now, do you know that 
March 1, 1932, was a Tuesday night? 
Do you know that? A. I know it. 

Q. Now, is it the best of your 
recollection, Mr. Fredericksen, that 
Tuesday, March 1, 1932, being a 
night that Anna Hauptmann was 
in the habit of staying late—do you 
say to the best of your recollec- 
tion that Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann, her husband, called for her 
that night? A. My best recollection 
is that Bruno usually called for 
her, he must have been there that 
night, too, but I can’t swear to it.

Got Job Through Agency. 

In Fredericksen’s bakery where 
his wife worked he met early in 
1932 a customer who worked in a 
Sixth Avenue employment agency, 
and shortly afterward registered 
with the agency for employment, 
paying a fee of $10.

Q. Now, you heard the timekeep- 
er, Edward F. Morton, from the 


Majestic Apartment job, testify : 
here, did you? A. I did. 


Q. And did you hear him testify 
that you did not work on April the 
2nd? <A. I heard it, yes. 

Q. Do you say positively that 
you did work on April 2? A. Posi- 
tively. 

Q. And you were paid for it? A. 
Paid for it. \ 

Q. And it is a fact, isn’t it, as 
testified to by the timekeeper, that 
the following day was a Sunday?

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Defense Proposes to Pro-

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 25.— 
The defense of Bruno Hauptmann 
proposes to produce before the 
Lindbergh murder jury “the last 
man to see the real kianaper” be- 
fore the crime was perpetrated. 

The proposal was outlined by C. 
Lloyd Fisher of defense counsel in 
his opening statement to the jury, 
in which-he expressed confidence 
that Hauptmann would be “prompt- 
ly” acquitted. 

He declined to name the man, 
but it was learned that he referred 
to Ben Lupica, college student, who 
had expected to be a witness for 
the State. 

Lupica, soon after the kidnaping, 
told the State Police a story of en- 
countering a man driving an auto- 
mobile near the Lindbergh estate 
at 6 o’clock on the evening of the 
crime. His recital included a de- 
scription of the automobile and his 
observation of a section ladder in- 
side. His description of the driver 
was never emphasized by the State. 

The youth was not called by the 
State before it closed its case. It 
was learned he was prepared to tes- 
tify for the defense that the driver 
was “red-faced and fat,” a descrip- 
tion which does not fit Hauptmann. 

Fisher told the jury: 

“We will produce before you, we 
believe, the man who has always 
been considered by the State Police 
of New Jersey to have been the 
last man and the only man actually 
to see the man who did the kidnap- 
ing.” 

Fisher, outlining further his de- 
scription of his prospective witness, 
declared that he had been in the 
court room throughout the State's 
case but was not called by the 
prosecution. Lupica came to court 
on the second day of the trial, as 
soon as the jury was complete, and 
has returned each day. 

The defense attorney elaborated 


on his expected witness before th, 
jury, saying: 

“If we produce a witness here 
who will swear under oath that ha 
was along Lindbergh’s road on the 
night of March 1 at 6 o'clock ang 
he saw a man driving down in ay 
automobile with a ladder which hb.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—With 
monopoly in the utility field ex- 
tending “far beyond the legal or 
geographic jurisdiction of the sev- 
eral states,” only a system of Fed- 
eral Hcensing and Federal incor- 
poration can control the power in- 
dustry, the Federal Trade Commis- 


sion suggests in still another chap- 
ter of its final report on utilities. 
The report now being presented 
to Congress is based on the com- 
mission’s six-year investigation into 
every phase of utility operation. 
Previous chapters have described 
the extraordinary advance of hold- 
ing companies and the way in 
which they absorbed operating 
units and pyramided stock issu-s. 
The commission in the chapter 
released today suggests that the 
basic provisions for the granting 
of Federal licenses should be pre- 
scribed by Congress and should in- 
clude an administrative body to set 
up the details of administration and 
regulation, with the right to grant, apprentice in .he Burlington shops 
suspend and revoke licenses and|!™ St- Louis :t the age of 21.

vestigation. 


Three Ways Suggested. 

This could be done, according to 
the commission, under any one of 
three constitutional powers—the 
regulation of interstate commerce, 
the Federal taxing power and the 
proprietary operation of the postal 
service. Under the latter power, the 
commission suggests, securities is- 
sued by a “utility monopoly” in ex- 
cess of real investment, which “are 
frequently the embodiment of 
fraudulent manipulation,” could be 
barred from the mails. 

At present Federal regulation of 
utilities, says the commission, is 
extremely limited in scope, being 
confined to the provisions of the 
act creating the Federal Power 
Commission which controls water 
power sites not privately owned 
prior to the passage of the act and 
to the provisions of the Securities 
Act regarding the issuance of util- 
ity stocks. Meanwhile, the com- 
mission points out, the utility busi- 
ness has grown to a national scale 
and “becomes definitely a national 
problem.” 


Under a. system of Federal li- 
censing and incorporation, says the 
commission, “There would remain 
no twilight zone affording escape 
from control, because of the com- 
plete power of control by Congress 
over its created agencies.” 


State Lines Convenient. 

Monopoly, the commission adds, 
“Recognizes States lines not as bar- 
riers to its growth, but only as 
convenient devices for disguising 
its extent and blocking effective 
regulation, especially by the States. 
When faced with State regulation 
not to its liking, it claims lack of 
State jurisdiction. When faced 
with Federal regulation, it insists 
jurisdiction lies with the States.” 

In this connection, the report 
notes that in 1910, in urging Federal 
incorporation, George W. Wicker- 
sham, then Attorney-General, said 
that control of corporations through |

Representative Shockley Would 
Save $140,000 Annual Appropria- 
tion for Office.

Elimination of the office of State 
Purchasing Agent is proposed in a 
bill introduced in the House today 
by Representative Shockley of Pu- 
laski County.

“The Purchasing Agent is ap- 
pointed by the Governor and re- 
sponsible only to him,” said Shock- 
ley. “The principal State officers, 
on the other hand, are elected by 
the voters and responsible to them. 
I believe a State Purchasing Agent 
is unnecessary.”

He defended, on the ground that 
he lacked the money, his failure to 
pay a $44,000 note which the com- 
pany has held since 1929, and his 
refusal, as one of the trustees of his 
father’s estate, to grant proxies to 
Mrs. Brown and Mrs. Collins to per- 
mit them to vote the Hamilton- 
Brown stock held for them in the 
trust estate. 

Payments to Brown. 
Brown testified that the company 
paid him a commission of one-half 
of one per cent on shoes sold di- 
rectly from its factories to Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., and to the Wohl 
Shoe Co. In addition, he is paid an 
annual salary of $8100, he said, and 
his earnings, in the 11-month fis- 
cal period ended Nov. 30, totaled 
$15,077. He had some income from 
other source, he said, but was 


unable to estimate the amount. 


Explaining the method used in

The State attempted to show that 
Bancorporation paid dividends for a 
time without earnings and “manipu- 
lated” the market and engaged in 
pooling in an effort to increase 
sales. The defense charged that the 
case was “puff ball” litigation, and 
presented no witnesses. 

W. E. G. Watson, Special Assist- 
ant Attorney-General, said the State 
would proceed with the trial of the 
other defendants.

Funeral services for Capt. Henry 
Ahern, veteran of Sherman’s march 
to the sea during the Civil War, 
who died Wednesday, will be held 
at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning at 
the Drehmann-Harral parlors, 1905 
Union boulevatd.

ferson Barracks. 

Capt. Ahern, who. was 90 years 
old and resided at 3019 Abner place, 
commanded Company F of the Sev- 
enth Illinois Volunteer Infantry 
and served in various campaigns of 
the Army of the West. The year 
before the war broke out he was a 
member of a glee club from Macou- 
pin County, Ill., which sang for 
Lincoln following his nomination 
for the presidency. 

In 1931 he returned to Spring- 
field on invitation of Gov. Emmer- 
son and the Illinois General Assem- 
bly to attend the re-dedication of 
Lincoln’s tomb by President Hoo- 
ver. A retired real estate dealer, 
Capt. Ahern had resided in _ St. 
Louis about 30 years and was a 
member of Harding post of the G. 
A. R. With his death only 16 
members of the G. A. R. remain in 
St. Louis.

DRIVERS’ LICENSE BILL 
AMENDED, APPROVED 


House Committée Provides for 
3-Year Pérmits to Cost 50 
Cents Each. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 25.— 
The proposed state drivers’ license 
law was approved late yesterday by 
the Roads and Highways Commit- 


tee of the House after it had been 
amended to provide that the 
licenses be issued for three years 
at a cost of 50 cents each. The Dill 
originally provided that the licenses 
should be ior one year. No fee was 
provided in the original bill. 

The fees were added after a hear- 
ing on the measure. Hugh Steph- 
ens of Jefferson City, president of 
the Citizens’ Board Committee of 
Missouri, urged that a fee be 
charged to provide funds to finance 
operation of the law. He said 20 
of 21 states which have drivers’ 
licénse laws charge from 50 cents 
to $2. Some states also charge $2 
or $3 for examination of drivers, 
he said. 

Stephens also said that only 
about $2,000,000 was left in the 
State road construction fund and 
opposed taking money from this 
fund to administer the drivers’ 
license law. He estimated operation 
of the license law would cost be- 
tween $200,000 and $250,000 a year. 

Union Representative for Bill. 

H. M. Nelson, president of the 
St. Louis Street Car Men’s Union, 
urged approval of the measure, 
pointing out that bus drivers for 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. are 
required to take rigid driving and 
physical examinations and that 
other drivers should be required to 
take similar tests. 

The bill does not require a driv- 
.ing examination, however, unless 


feels that one is necessary, as in 
the case of an applicant who has 
been arrested for traffic law vio- 
lation or who has some physical 
disability. 

Causes for Revocation. 

Under the bill, the license can be 
revoked by the Commissioner for 
conviction of manslaughter result- 
ing from operation of an automo- 
bile, for driving while under the 
influence of intoxicating liquor or 
narcotic drugs, for conviction of a 
felony in connection with operation 
of an automobile or on evidence 
that the license holder is a habitual 
reckless or negligent driver. 

Examination, when ordered by 
the Commissioner, would be con- 
ducted by local police officers with- 
out charge to the applicant. 

The bill provides that licenses 
shall not be issued to any person 
suffering from physical or mental 
disability which would prevent him 
or her from exercising “reasonable 
and ordinary” control over an au- 
tomobile.

Federal Commission Says Markets 
Should Revise Rules Before Con- 
gress Does It for Them.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—An ime 
plied threat that if the nation's 
stock exchanges do not correct the 
rules by which they govern them- 
selves, Federal legislation will be 
proposed, was made today by the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. 

The alternatives were proposed 
in a report on the self-government 
of stock exchanges, ordered by 
Congress when it passed the Securi- 
ties Exchange Act. The report said

“The commission does not now 
suggested that legislation he enact- 
ed to bring about these recommen- 
dations,” the report added. “Tts 
recommendations can be put into 
effect by the voluntary action of 
the exchanges themselves without 
resort to legislation. It hopes that, 
in the main, these recommenda- 
tions will be found acceptable and 
put into effect by the exchanges 
themselves.”

WORK RELIEF BILL, GIVING 
PRESIDENT FOUR BILLIONS TO 
SPEND, PASSES HOUSE 329.78 


Money Granted in Lump Sum for Aiding the 
Jobless—Measure Faces Stiff Oppo- 
Sition in Senate. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. — The 
administration work relief measure, 
giving the President $4,880,000,000 to 
spend at his discretion, was passed 
by the House last night by a vote 
of 329 to 78. 

The bill now goes to the Senate, 
where stiff opposition is expected 
in debate next week. 

On the final roll call in the House 
27 Republicans voted for the meas- 
ure, while 10 Democrats, including 
half of the Georgia delegation, were 
in opposition. The bill gained the 
support of the entire Progressive 
and Farmer-Labor delegations. 

Apparently taking cognizance of 
Democratic insurgents who succeed- 
ed in attaching some amendments 
to the bill and were seeking to 
earmark funds for specific pur- 
poses, President Roosevelt previ- 
ously had sent an explanatory mes- 
sage to the House. 

The President said: 

“As I have already stated, it is 
only because of the current emer- 
gency of unemployment and be- 
cause of the physical impossibility 
of. surveying, weighing and testing 
each and every project that a segre- 
gation of items is clearly impossible 
at the moment. 

“For the same reason the consti- 
tuting of fixed and permanent ad- 
ministrative machinery would re- 
tard the immediate employment ob- 
jective. 

“Hitler Green With Envy.” 

Treadway (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
during the debate, said he won- 
dered “if the President has ever 
heard of the constitutional powers 
of Congress.” 

“When this bill becomes a law,” 
Treadway said, “Hitler and Musso- 
lini will be green with envy of the 
President of the United States, and 
Stalin will have a fit of jealousy. 
By degrees, the various functions 
of Congress have been transferred 
to the President, and now the con- 
trol over appropriations is added to 
the list. I know of no other im- 
portant function of Congress that 
remains to be given to the Presi- 
dent.” 


Snell’s Motion Beaten. 

Republicans led by Snell of New 
York lost, 303 to 100, in an attempt 
to send the measure back to the 
Appropriations Committee to elim- 
inate some of the presidential pow- 
ers. Snell charged that the funds 
would be used for 1936 “as you 
used money last summer when you 
sentea million dollars into Maine 
for the simple purpose of influenc- 
ing votes.” 

The Snell motion to recommit 
the bill would have provided: That 
no part of the appropriations could 
be expended for any project which 
would place the Government in 
competition with private business. 

That the funds should be appor- 
tioned among the States in propor- 
tion to the number of unemployed 
as compared to the total number 
of unemployed in the United States. 

That preference be given projects 
nearest the largest number of un- 
employed. 

That no person desiring work on 
relief projects be subject to any po- 
litical test or qualification. 

That relief be administered so 
far as possible by State and local 
agencies. 

That all unobligated balances of 
funds be returned to the Treasury 
on June 30, 1936. 

Bonus Move Fails. 

Among the attempts that failed 
was a move by McFarlane (Dem.), 
Texas, to attach to the measure the 
Patman bill to pay the $2,100,000,000 
Lonus with new Treasury notes. It 
was ruled out of order. 

One of the closest votes came on 
the amendment offered by Chair- 
man Connery (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, of the Labor Committee to 


require the President to fix the rate 
of pay of work relief employes at 
the prevailing wages in the various 
communities. It was defeated 159 
to 131. 

The only amencment adopted by 
tie House from the floor was that 
by Bulwickle (Dem.), North Caro- 
lina, which sequires more detailed 
reports of expenditures and obli- 
gations incurred by the administra- 
tion under the act. 

Pettengill (Dern.), Indiana, 
warned that the elimination of the 
lunguage listing projects to be un- 
dertaken might make the Dill un- 
constittionai’in view of the Su- 
preme Court’s oil decision. Never- 
tieless, the lump sum proposal car- 
ried 171 to 58. 

Taber (Rep.), New York, and Pet- 
tengill proposed amendments to 
prevent the Government fron: go- 
ing into competition with private 
business, 

On assurances of Chairman Bu- 
ckanan (Dem.), Texas, of the Ap- 
propriations Committee that the 
President hada expressed his inten- 
tion to spend the $4,000,000,000 with 
“as little competition as is possible 
with private industry” the House 
rejectd the amendments. The vote 
was 172 to 91. 

Amendments adopted would do 
the following: 

Allow all Federal and non-Fed- 
eral projects to be considered. 

Restrict the President’s author- 
ity to consolidate, merge or abol- 
ish Government agencies to 
“emergency” units. 

Eliminate the President’s power 
to continue Government agencies 
such as NRA, PWA, FERA, 
which expire this year, to June 
30, 1937. 

Limit the exercise of eminent 
domain to real property, exclud- 
ing personal property. 

Eliminate the two-year penalty 
for violations of rules and regu- 
lations issued by President, but 
retain a $5000 fine for “willful 
violation.” 

Require reports of expendi- 
tures to Congress each Jan. 10. 
Publicity Amendment Fails. 
Bacon (Rep.), New York, offered 
a motion to require newspaper pub- 
lication of every order or regula- 
tion issued by the President under 

the works Dill. 

“The citizens,” he said, “should 
be put on notice as to what rules 
and regulations they are expected 
to follow.” 

His amendment was adopted, 151 
to 141. An hour or so later Wood- 
rum (Dem.) of Virginia talked 
about the “red tape” and said that 
“if that amendment prevails, there 
will be no work and no relief cre- 
ated under this resolution.” 

The Democrats, who had been 
hearing from their leaders, voted 
again, and this time the Bacon 
amendment lost, 277 to 126.

UHINESE REPORT 
NCW AIR ATTAGK 
BY JAPANESE 


Bombing Raids in Chahar 
Province Said to Have 
Killed 44; Battle Losses 
Both Sides, Put at 212. 


By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, Jan. 23.—New Japan- 
ese air bombing raids into Chahar 
Province, bringing death to 44 Chi- 
nese, were reported today by Chi- 


nese sources, indicating apparently 
a renewal of the Japanese attack. 
The cities reported bombed were 
Tungchetze and Tuhsikou,' the 
places which suffered most heavily 
in the fighting of two days ago. 

Japanese casualties in the previ- 
ous four days’ fighting with the 
Chinese along the Chahar-Jehol 
frontier, are placed in reports re- 
ceived here at 162 killed and nearly 
200 wounded. Japanese military 
authorities in Peiping, however, in- 
sist their losses were only two dead 
and six injured. Chinese casualties 
were estimated at 50. 

Chinese military authorities here 
stated that the Japanese flyers today 
dropped three bombs into Tung- 
chetze, killing 18 Chinese militia- 
men and five villagers, while other 
Japanese airplanes dropped eight 
bombs into Tuhsikou, killing 21 mi- 
litiamen and police of that city. The 
Chinese further allege that the Jap- 
anese air-raided Kuyuan, dropping 
three bombs there but without 
casualties. 

Governor Sung Chen-Yuan of 
Chahar is reported to have tele- 
graphed the National Government 
at Nanking for instructions as to 
what he should do, but it was said 
that he had not yet received a 
reply. 

While the fighting was going on 
negotiations proceeded between 
Chinese and Japanese representa- 
tives for a diplomatic settlement of 
the boundry controversy, which 
involves astrip of territory 10 miles 
wide. Chinese sources said an 
agreement had been reached recon- 
ciling opposing claims. The Japan- 
ese, nevertheless, reported that Jap- 
the border to reinforce the 2000 
men now stationed there. 

Although Japanese military au- 
thorities said “the desired condi- 
tions within the disputed area have 
been accomplished,” reports per- 
sisted that a fleet of 20 armored 
ears was patrolling the boundary 
and that aerial bombing was still 
in progress. ; 

Reports of the occupation of 
Kuyuan by Japanese forces were 
confirmed by Japanese military 
leaders. Dispatches to the Rengo 
(Japanese) News Agency men- 
tioned the occupation of “several” 
other towns. 


A Japanese report said trouble 
started along the Chahar’ border 
Jan. 22, when the Nagami Regi- 
ment, advancing from Shao 
Chang, northeast of Hsichatze, met 
Chinese militia armed with ma- 
chine guns. After fighting, in 
which both sides suffered casual- 
ties, the militia was dispersed. 

Airplanes were sent into action 
the following day. An artillery 
bombardment followed, under cov- 
er of which the Japanese infantry 
advanced, 

Chahar is a Chinese province ad- 
jacent to the southwestern port of 
Manchoukuo, which is under Jap- 
anese domination. 


Mongols Reported to Have Fired on 
Manchoukuan Troops.

HSINKING, Manchoukuo, Jan. 25. 
—The Japanese were reported today 
by Rengo (Japanese) News Agency 
to be hurrying reinforcements to 
Bor-Nor, a Mongolian frontier lake, 
where a Japanese officer and a 
Manchoukuan soldier were killed 
yesterday in a skirmish with Mon- 
golians, 

The addjtional forces were being 
sent from Hailar and the. Man- 
choukuan government, said Japan- 
ese military quarters, was determ- 
ined “to take the necessary steps 
to prevent the repetition of such in- 
cidents on the Mongolian border.” 

Yesterday’s clash occurred when 
a Manchoukuan patrol of 12 men, 
headed by a Japanese subaltern, 
collided with Mongol cavalry while 
investigating reports that the Mon- 
gols had occupied territory along 
the Urson River which Manchou- 
kuo claimed.

Unanimously to Submit 
Question of $3,600,000 


Issue Then. 


An administration ordinance call- 
ing an election on a $3,600,000 re- 
lief bond issue at the time of the 
aldermanic election, April 2, was 
passed unanimously by the Board 
of Aldermen today. 

The proposed bonds would be 
paid off with income from vehicle 
tolls on Municipal Bridge, now 
amounting to about $900,000 a year. 
The tolls, which proved to be larger 
than anticipated, also have been 
devoted to paying off the $4,600,000 
in relief bonds voted in November, 
1932. The old bond issue will be 
exhausted by April. City officials 
pointed out that the proposed new 
issue would serve needs for the 
next two years, at the rate the city 
has been contributing to relief ex- 
penses, $151,000 monthly. 

The Aldermen voted unanimously 
to file ,or kill, a biN which would 
have restored the practice of angle 
parking of automobiles in Delmar 
boulevard, between Clara avenue 
and Skinker boulevard, and in De 
Baliviere avenue, between Delmar 
and the Wabash tracks. 

A resolution by Alderman Hastey 
was adopted unanimously, request- 
ing the Board of Public Service to 
award contracts for any cut stone 
work to local contractors wherever 
possible. Stone men have com- 
plained repeatedly that contractors 
at Bedford, Ind., underbid and lo- 
cal interests, depriving St. Louis- 
ans of employment. However, the 
Board of Public Service has been 
advised. that, under the Charter, 
contracts must be awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidders, wherever 
located. 

Persons or concerns distributing 
unaddressed and unsolicited adver- 
tising matter from door to door, or 
causing such distribution, would 
have to pay an annual license tax 
of $100, under a bill introduced by 
Alderman Slay. The measure 
would become effective April t and 
he fine for each day’s violation 
would be $50 to $100. Those affect- 
ed would include agents, agencies, 
merchants, mercantile agents, 
manufacturers, contractors and 
publishers. 

At the request of Harry J. Cant- 
well, attorney for the United Serv- 
ice Car Co., and treasurer of the 
Democratic City Committee, Slay 
introduced a bill to reduce the 
liability insurance carried by ser- 
vice cars to protect persons who 
might be injured, from $5000-$10,000 
limits to $2500-$5000. Cantwell as- 
serted the smaller range would cov- 
er most accidents, while the larger 
encouraged ambulance chasing 
lawyers. Slay introduced a com- 
panion bill to reduce liability insur- 
ance on taxicabs to the same extent. 
Taxicab operators have the alterna- 
tive of posting surety bonds of 
$1000 to $10,000, depending on the 
number of cabs, to guarantee pay- 
ment of damage judgments. 

For the second time, the Ways 
and Means Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen voted today to return 
the $475,000 supplementary appro- 
priation bill to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, because 
the committe desired an increase of 
$30,000 in the measure for the Park 
Division. The Board of Estimate 
earlier in the week decided the in- 
crease could not be afforded. 

The Aldermen cannot increase 
appropriations, that power resting 
with the Board of Estimate, con- 
sisting of the Mayor, Comptroller 
and aldermanic president. How- 
ever, the Aldermen, if they desired, 
could hold up passage of a mea- 
sure not satisfactory to them. Some 
items in the supplementary appro- 
priation bill, designed to carry de- 
partments until the end of the fiscal 
year in April, have been approved 
by the committe, but others re- 
mained to be examined. 

Alderman Slay (Dem.) made the 
motion today to return the Dill. 
Aldermen Lietchen and Hastey 
(Dems.) and Schwartz and Brink- 
man (Reps.) joined him in voting 
for it. Aldermen Golden ang Gum- 
mels (Dems.) were absent. The 
$30,000 item would permit the re- 
storation to half time work until 
April of 162 park laborers who were 
laid off in December.

TARIFF CUTS IN PROPOSED 
TRADE PACT WITH BRAZIL 


Rio de Janeiro Newspaper Says 
That Country Would Reduce 
Levy on Autos and Radios. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Jan. 

25.—A New York dispatch to the 

newspaper Anoite quotes Oswaldo 

Aranha, Brazilian Ambassador to 

Washington, as saying that the 

proposed Brazilian-American com- 

mercial treaty reduces Brazil’s tar- 
iffs on automobiles and radios by 

20 per cent. The reductions, how- 

ever, are “not exclusively for the 

United States,” the dispatch said. 

They vary according to weight. 

The projected treaty, according 
to the ditspatch, envisages 50 per 
cent reduction in United States tar- 
iffs on matte (crude mixture of sul- 
phides former in melting sulphide 
ores of certain metals),.manganese 
and other products, and removes 
health’ restrictions on Brazilian 
oranges and other fruits.

SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Basin 
Territory, Jan. 25.—A general am- 
nesty for political offenders was or- 
dered yesterday as preparations 
went forward to curn the Saar over 
to Germany March 1. 

An order of the League of Nations 
Commission governing the basin 
liberates immediately all sentenced 
to prison for six years or less. in 
connection witn political offenses. 
Terms over six years are material- 
ly reduced, whilc imprisonment is 
substituted for “hard labor” provi- 
sions, 

Offenses committed under the 
stress of poverty also are included 
in the amnesty, the only exceptions 
being robbery with violence, arson, 
criminal attempts on railways and 
customs transgressions. 

Mgr. Panico, Papal Legate  es- 
pecially assigned to the Saar dur- 
ing the plebiscite period in the in- 
terests of Saar Catholics, left the 
basin yesterday for Rome en route 
to the Vatican City.

NRA BOARD CALL 
FOR SCRAPING OF 
MERIT CLAUSE 


Labor Advisory Body De- 
mands Drastic Revision 


of Code for the Automo- 
bile Industry. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Drastic 
revision of the automobile code, in- 
cluding removal of the disputed 
“merit clause,” was demanded by 
the NRA Labor Advisory Board 
last night. 

The board decided it would rather 
see “no code at all” than renewal 
in its present form, generally ex- 
pected to be requested by the in- 
dustry next week. The code expires 
Feb. 1. 

The merit clause provides that 
an employer may hire and fire “‘on 
the basis of merit, without regard 
to membership or non-membership 
in any labor organization.” 
Secretary of Labor Perkins !s un- 


_|derstood to have told the NRA ad- 


visory Board that the administra- 
tion had reach an agreement 
with the industry to even up em- 
ployment by introduction of some 
new models in August, instead of 
putting out nearly all cars in mid- 
winter. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor announced that its members in 
the industry no longer would rec- 
ognize the Automobile Labor Board 
headed by Dr. Leo Wolman because 
that board permitted employers to 
recognize company unions ‘in col- 
lective bargaining when Federation 
units had a majority of the em- 
ployes. 

William Green, president of the 
A. F. of L. and acting chairman of 
the Labor Advisory Board in the 
absence of Wolman, gave four rea- 
sons why the board thought the 
existing code should not be re- 
newed. 

“The code,” he said, “is unique in 
that it contains a merit clause that 
is not incorporated in any other 
code. 

“The hours are unsatisfactory. 
The auto parts manufacturers, for 
instance, have a code that provides 
a 40-hour week. Some of them can’t 
compete, and the auto code is driv- 
ing small business men out of ex- 
istence, 


“The rates of pay are too low. 


“The seasonal character of the 
work is unsatisfactory.” 

Labor, Green said, “accepted the 
challenge of the auto manufactur- 
ers.” 

“After discussing the matter thor- 
oughly,” he added, “the board de-

CONSERVING NATIONAL RESOURCES. 


In addressing Congress upon the subject of nation- 


‘policy which we believe enjoys the indorsement of 
the great majority of the American people. 

The President is looking beyond the present emer- 
gency and expenditure of vast sums for the relief 
of unemployment. He foresees that to conserve our 
national resources we must have a plan and follow 
that plan. He suggests that there be created a per- 
manent National Resources Board, whose function 
will be to recommend yearly to the President and the 
Congress priority of projects in the national plan. 
This will, as the President says, give to Congress, as 
is entirely proper, the final determination in rela- 
tion to projects and appropriations. The President 
suggests that we should not spend less than $500,- 
000,000 annually upon such a program. 

The message to Congress relates what is quite well 
known to the nation. It is true that the immense nat- 
ural wealth of America has been used for centuries 
with little thought of how long it would last. As long 
ago as when Theodore Roosevelt was President, the 
nation took cognizance of the necessity to conserve 
the great natural resources of a continent blessed by 
nature as few parts of the world have been blessed.

HAVE just read the letter of W. H. 

Lemmel of Flat River, entitled “Moral 
Basis of Devaluation.” 

I agree so heartily with Mr. Lemmel 
that human rights should be placed above 
property rights and that any discussion 
of the devaluation of the dollar should 
be based on that moral foundation, that 
I venture to reply by asking these ques- 
tions: . 

How can a debtor acquire dollars of 
any value, be he a “farmer, small home 
owner, laborer or large or small business 
man”? 

As a farmer, home owner, business 
man, laborer and debtor, I am curious to 
know how I can acquire 100, 59 or 25-cent 
dollars in sufficient numbers to pay my 
debts—except by producing and exchang- 
ing my production for the production of 
others? Dollars are symbols of goods, 
measuring their value and facilitating 
their interchange. 

Of course, “the greatest good of the 
greatest number should be the paramount 
consideration,” but we should never for- 
get that honest wealth can be won only 
by production — never by transferring 
from one group to another by legislative 
fiat. Minorities have their rights no less 
sacred than those of the majority. 

If I believed that devaluation of the 
dollar were a sound economic measure, 
morally just, and would aid debtors, with- 
out doing violence to the legitimate 
rights of the vast number of creditors, I 
would favor devaluation. But I do not. 

Perhaps Mr. Lemmel can convince me 
that he is right. My mind is open and 
quick to change.

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DEBUNKING “THE MESSAGE TO GARCIA.” 

Was it Elbert Hubbard who wrote that pamphlet, 
“The Message to Garcia,’ which has been used for so 
many years to plague small boys? It contained a 
garbled version of an incident that occurred during 
the Spanish-American War, when Maj. Andrew Row- 
an was directed to carry a message to a Cuban rebel 
leader, whose whereabouts was unknown. Maj. Row- 
an is supposed to have asked no questions, saluted 
smartly and turned to his dangerous and difficult 
mission. The moral was for all boys to learn the 
habit of unquestioning obedience, regardless of the 
nature of the fiat or command issued by their elders. 
Now comes the true story of Maj. Rowan’s exploit, 
as told in his own report to the Adjutant-General of 
the army. His original orders were not to seek 
Garcia, but to proceed to Eastern Cuba to ascertain 
military conditions in that region. Upon reaching 
Kingston, Jamaica, he was told to join Garcia as soon 
as possible. There is nothing in the report as pub- 
lished to indicate that he did not know where Gar- 
cia was or that he would not be provided with an 
escort. As a matter of fact, an escort did lead him 
to the Cuban chieftain. 

Maj. Rowan carried out a military order with 
promptness and dispatch, but he did not act like the 
robot in Elbert Hubbard’s fairy tale. 
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THE JENNINGS CASE. 
President Roosevelt has settled the Jennings case, 
temporarily at least, in the only proper way in which 
it could have been settled. 
The facts were clear. The complainant, Jennings, 
said that his discharge by a San Francisco newspa- 
per was the result of his activities with the News- 
paper Guild. There is a board created by the news- 
paper code, containing representatives of employers 
and employes, which has jurisdiction in cases aris- 
ing under the labor provisions of the code. Despite 
this fact, the National Labor Relations Board, over 
the protest of NRA authorities, took upon itself the 
adjudication of the Jennings case. The American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association correctly main- 
tained that this action constituted, in effect, a modi- 
fication of the newspaper code, in the face of an ex- 
press ban against modification without the consent 
of the publishers. 
President Roosevelt now tells the NLRB to keep 
hands off labor disputes when there is special. code 
machinery for adjudication. His ruling was direct- 
ed at, and covers, the Jennings case. 
We said some time ago that this affair, which sees 
one set of Government officials arrayed against an- 
other set, was a perfect example of the mess that 
the Government is bound to create when it attempts 
unwarranted interference in labor disputes. 
The President’s action helps to clear the air in this 
particular case. It is regrettable that he did not 
speak his mind sooner.

Such legislation, in my opinion, is not only 
necessary to aid this city but to save other sec- 
tions of the State from being virtually disen- 
franchised through the rolling up of huge ma- 
jorities of mythical votes, as has been done here 
in Kansas City. 

Mr. Joffee will have strong popular support for his 
resolution. The ominous power of Pendergast and 
his satellites throughout Missouri is a challenge to 
citizenship. If the State cannot successfully resist 
the centralization of political power in a few men, 
democracy is dead in Missouri. The movement for vot- 
ing machines and permanent registration should 
command the support of every citizen who wants to 


put down bossism in Missouri. 
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JUDGE DAVIS’ COAL DECISION. 

Federal Judge Davis has denied an injunction to 
restrain the Coal Service Co. of St. Louis from sell- 
ing coal below the prices established by the Code 
Authority. The Judge held that price-fixing is a 
monopolistic practice and is therefore prohibited by 
the National Industrial Recovery Act, forbidding ap- 
proval of any code which “permits monopoly or mo- 
nopolistic practices.” 

The effort to establish in St. Louis a uniform 
schedule of coal prices began last May, when such a 
schedule received the approval of the Code Authority. 
Vehement protest against it was made, particularly 
by small dealers, who charged that it was much too 
high. The schedule became the subject of an investi- 
gation by the Consumers’ Council, which complained 
to NRA at Washington. Attorney-General McKittrick 
of Missouri entered the picture with a threat to pro- 
ceed against the Code Authority under the State anti- 
trust laws. 

So indefensible was the schedule that it was with- 

drawn by NRA and a new one, with somewhat lower 
prices, substituted. This was open to the same fun- 
damental objection as the first, namely, that it was 
a monopolistic practice. The Coal Service Co. de- 
cided to make a test case and continued to sell coal 
at prices beneath the published schedule. By refus- 
ing to grant an injunction against the Coal Service 
Co., Judge Davis has, in effect, restored free compe- 
tition to the coal business in St. Louis. 
We objected to the Code Authority’s attempt to fix 
coal prices in St. Louis as contrary to sound public 
policy, and as entailing hardship upon the poor. We 
hail Judge Davis’ decision as another nail in the 
coffin of price-fixing under NRA. 
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NORMAN THOMAS WANTS TO FIGHT. 
Here’s a chance for somebody with a lot of money 
and a quota of sporting blood to stage a pretty fair 
fight. Norman Thomas wants to get into the ring 
with Huey Long. True, it would be an intellectual 
scrap. Even so, it would probably be a row worth 
seeing, or listening to. Mr. Thomas would like to 
get regular time on a national radio hookup. If 
anyone will finance him, he engages to give Huey 
a thrashing that will make that black-eye affair in a 
Long Island night club seem a mere bit of juvenile 
exuberance. 
Mr. Thomas is, of course, serious. He regards Huey 
as a real menace; he rates him, politically, Public En- 
emy No. 1. He cites the case of Hitler, one-time 
house painter, to whom Germany now renders an 
obedience which was Bismarck’s, a reverence like 
unto that Barbarossa inspires in his grave in the 
Thuringian mountains. The Kingfish, already a 
“regional Hitler,” says Mr. Thomas, may become our 
Reichsfuehrer. 
Others are saying the same thing. Mr. Thomas 
feels it is time to do something about it, and offers 
himself as the man for the job. He is certain of the 
outcome. He has the jaunty confidence, say, of a Max 
Baer. With logical jolt, dialectical wallop, forensic 
uppercut, he will have Huey, at the finish, sleeping 
soundly while the kayo birds twitter. 
That might be a genuine public service. It would 
surely be a grand spectacle.

Mr. Ickes on a Very High Horse 


AST winter we had the air-mail fiasco— 
. this winter we have Secretary Ickes 

and his administrative order No. 129 
ousting Park Commissioner Moses, who is 
building a bridge in New York City with 
money borrowed from the Federal Govern- 
ment. No one has yet succeeded in obtain- 
ing from Mr. Ickes any explanation of his 
order. He has announced that he expects it 
to be obeyed. He has laughed at those who 
have asked him to enable them first to un- 
derstand it. 

I do not know whether Mr. Ickes realizes 
the position he is in. It is indefensible. It 
amounts to saying that he can issue orders 
which have the force of law, which in- 
volve great sums of public money, which 
affect great public works, which interfere 
with the self-governing powers of a city, and 
that nobody must ask him why. 

If Secretary Ickes’ order were the best, 
the wisest, the most indisputably legal order 
ever issued by a public official, his refusal 
to explain it would still be an abuse of 
power. This can be said with the greatest 
confidence in view of the recent ruling of 
the Supreme Court in the “hot oil” case. 
For one of the principal things to which the 
court objected was that an executive order 
had been issued without a clear and suffi- 
cient explanation to back it up. 

Yet here is Secretary Ickes stubbornly 
refusing to explain his order and treating 
inquiries as impertinent. 

« + * 


The known facts in this dispute can hard- 
ly fail to convince anyone that an explana- 
tion is called for. The City of New York 
is building a bridge within the city limits. 
The money is being obtained by a loan from 
the Federal Government wnder a contract 
made with the RFC and approved by the 
PWA, of which Mr. Ickes is the head. The 
City of New York is doing the work through 
an agency called the Triborough Bridge Au- 
thority. Robert Moses is the head of the 
Bridge Authority. He serves without pay. 
Mr. Moses is also City Park Commissioner 
and a State Park Commissioner. 

Mr. Moses has been a conspicuously suc- 
cessful creator of parks and parkways and 
other public works of a similar character. 
The new bridge, if it is to serve its pur- 
poses, should be related to the whole sys- 
tem of parks and parkways which Mr. 
Moses has been building in the region of 
which the City of New York is a part. No 
one has ever questioned his honesty, and, 
while he has made enemies, because he has 
a sharp tongue, few would deny that he has 
exceptional gifts in the planning and execu- 
tion of public works. To New Yorkers, 
therefore, it seemed obviously sensible that 
he should build this bridge and make it an 
important link in the wider projects which 
he is carrying out. 

Mr. Ickes’ order forbids him to do this. It 
says that Mr. Moses must either resign as 
Park Commissioner or resign from the 
Bridge Authority. If he does not, Mr. Ickes 
will refuse to advance any more money to 
the city. 

In view of the fact that all the practical 
considerations are in favor of having the 
same official execute all these public works 
because they are so closely related to each 
other, the burden of proof is on Mr. Ickes. 
It,is for him to explain why New York 
City shall not be allowed to co-ordinate its 
public works. It is for him to expound the 
tule of public policy which requires New 


| York City to deprive itself of the services 
of the very man who is most likely to make 
the best use of the money it is borrowing. 
Above all, it is for him to explain where he 
obtained the authority to issue his order. 

This is not a trivial issue. The public 
works program of this administration is 
based on the principle that the money shall 
be allocated by executive officials. It is a 
sound principle. It alone makes it possible 
tc avoid the evils of the pork barrel and 
to plan public works by some more intelli- 
gent method than by log-rolling. 

But this principle puts enormous power 
into the hands of officials like Mr. Ickes. 
And unless they use this power so scrupu- 
lously that they are above the suspicion that 
they are playing politics, the method of ex- 
ecutive control is certain to break down. 
Congress and the country will not stand for 
it and we shall revert to the old method of 
pork barrel and log-rolling from which the 
New Deal has begun to rescue us.

That is what is at stake in the stubborn 
refusal of Mr. Ickes to explain his order. 
He is jeopardizing the greatest of the fiscal 
reforms achieved by the New Deal, and 
playing straight into the hands of all those 
who would like to turn these vast appropri- 
ations into the most gigantic of all pork 
barrels. Every day that passes without an 
explanation, every sarcastic and defiant ges- 
ture he makes, simply feeds the suspicion 
that executive officials tend to become arbi- 
trary and irresponsible when they are vested 
with large discretionary powers. 

It is of the greatest importance that Mr. 
Ickes should be compelled to come down off 
his high horse and explain himself. The 
Mayor of New York will have bartered 
away not only his independence but the in- 
dependence of all other local officials if he 
bows to the order and dismisses Mr. Moses 
without a full public accounting as to the 
reasons for the order. The President will 
create an issue that will seriously embarrass 
him if he does not insist on an accounting. 

If no accounting comes soon from the 
executive branch of the Government, it will 
be the obvious duty of Congress to order 
an investigation of the matter. For some- 
where in the Government there must exist 
authority to force any and every public of- 
ficial to explain his actions.

self in curious ways in the congres- 
sional directory, which contains the 
index of the early struggles and 
achievements of the 96 Senators 
and 434 Representatives comprising 
the Seventy-fourth Congress. Odd 
bits of information stand out in 
the biographies prepared by the 
members themselves. 

While comparatively few stress 
their college education, a _ large 
number emphasize their early strug- 
gles. The bulk of the members are 
lawyers, a considerable number ares 
newspaper publishers, while a far 
smaller number previously were 
school teachers, bankers, physicians 
or farmers. 

Some members take pride in 
their own achievement, others in 
the accomplishments of their chil- 
dren. Their war records, whether 
in France, the Spanish-American 
War or along the Mexican border 
are universally referred to by the 
119 Representatives and 15 Sena- 
tors who fought in the World War, 
and the 14 who saw service in 1898. 

Few List Scholastic Honors. 

Very few of the members record 
their Phi Beta Kappa accomplish- 
ments in college, while even fewer 
list their college social fraternity 
connections. Virginia appears to 
lead the list in the education of its 
Congressmen. That State delega- 
tion includes three Phi Beta Kap- 
pas, one Oxford graduate, seven 
university graduates, and only two 
men who failed to list their educa- 
tion achievements. 

John T. Buckbee (Rep.), Illinois, 
reports he was educated in Austria, 
France, Holland, Denmark, Sweden, 
Belgium, Italy and Great Britain. 
Kent E. Keller (Dem.), Illinois, re- 
sided 12 years in Mexico where he 
operated a mine. The end of that 
venture is recorded by him with 
brevity. “Revolutions came and 
persisted. Came home, February, 
1912,” he reported. 

Guy M. Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
was a Sergeant in the Spanish- 
American War and a World War 
Captain. John Lesinski (Dem.), 
Michigan, assisted in organizing the 
Polish army in the World War. E. 
M. Lundeen (Farmer-Labor), Min- 
nesota, fought in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, but opposed entering the 
World War, conscription for foreign 
service, war with Austria, the 
League of Nations and the World 
Court. 3

Tobacco tax collections included 
$189,347,000 on cigarettes, a gain of

CHINESE TROOPS LOOT 
MISSION AT TUNGIEN 


Soldiers in Anti-Communist 
Campaign Get Out of Con- 
trol, Destroy American 
Property.

SHANGHAI Jan. %.—Looting 
and the destruction of property of 
the American Evangelical Church 
at Tungjen, Kweichow Province, by 
Chinese National Government and 
provincial troops was reported to- 
day through Chinese and foreign 
sources. The news apparently had 
been suppressed by National Gov- 
ernment censors. 

The troops, pursuing Communist 


to have got out of hand and forced 
entry into the church’s mission prop- 
erties. Witnesses said the soldiers 
had broken into and occupied the 
mission hospital at Tungjen, the 
residences of physicians and nurses 
and a boys’ school which was looted 
and destroyed. 

Hospital supplies and personal 
property left behind by missionaries 
who sought refuge in less danger- 
ous communities, also were said tto 
have been damaged. The headquar- 
ters of the Tungjen mission is in 
Cleveland, O. 

Similar reports from Central 
China provinces indicate that pub- 
lication of much news concerning 
conditions has been forbidden by 
the Nanking authorities. These re- 
ports indicate that although the 
National Government is progressing 
in its campaign against the Com- 
munists, it is not yet by any means 
master of the situation. 

Suppression of news of Americans 
and their interests in China has 
caused United States officials grave 
concern. 

From Kweiyang in Kweichow 
Province came reports of irregu- 
lars plundering and killing as they 
fled across the area and sought en- 


‘}trance to neighboring Szechwan. 


Refugees said that about 100,000 
reds had passed through Kweichow. 
They said the Communists had cap- 
tured several towns on their route, 
departing after looting them’ and 
kidnaping Chinese inhabitants for 
ransom. 


The Government forces, accord- 
ing to these accounts, marched into 
the province in pursuit of the Red 
forces but frequently were so far 
behind they had little opportunity 
to interfere with the pillaging. 
Less disturbing reports came 
from Hunan Province, indicating 
conditions there were much more 
stabilized than they were last 
month, although uneasiness per- 
sists along the western border, 
especially in the northwest where 
a considerable body of Reds has 
been attempting to enter Hupeh 
Province. 

As a consequence of the Red in- 
vasion of Kweichow, advices from 
Kweiyang said, lawlessness pre- 
vails throughowtt the province with 
roving bands of brigands preying 
on the populace and causing large 
numbers to seek safety elsewhere 
although travel is most difficult.

UP 300 MILLION IN 6 MONTHS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Sharp 
gains in the first six months of the 


1935 fiscal year are reported by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, in collec- 
tions of tobacco,. income, liquor, 
stamp, manufactures’ excise and 
other Federal taxes. 

Liquor taxes have begun to rival 
tobacco taxes as an important 
source of miscellaneous internal 
revenue. During the six months 
beginning last July, these taxes to- 
taled $214,078,000, a gain of $115,- 


660,106 over the year before. The 


tobacco taxes were $226.620.000, an 


fincrease of $27,197,000. Taxes on 


distilled spirits amounted to $73,- 
975,000, an increase of $59,000,000, 
while malt liquor taxes were $110,- 
517,000, a rise of $37,063,000. 

Tobacco tax collections included 
$189,347,000 on cigarettes, a gain of 
$27,181,000. 

All internal revenue taxes 
amounted to $1,537,478,000, an .n- 
crease of $321,933,000. Income taxes 
totaled $420,582,000, a rise of $103,- 
744,000. The miscellaneous internal 
revenue was $847,447,000, an_ in- 
crease of $89,303,000, while agricul- 
tural adjustment taxes amounted 
to $269,448,000, a gain of $128,885,- 
000.

ERE is something new for 
H the cheese cake addict: a 
cake that requires no bak- 
ing but lets the refrigerator do 
most of the work. It is delicious 
and is as good as it scunds. 
Refrigerator Cheese Cake. 
Cream one-half cup of soft- 
ened butter with one-fourth cup 
sugar. Blend the mixture with 
two cups fine zweibach crumbs 
and two teaspoons cinnamon. 
Press half the mixture on the 
bottom cf a mold but do not 
bring it up around the sides 
of the mold. Soften two table- 
spoons gelatin in one-half cup 
cold water. Beat slightly three 
egg yolks and add one-half cup 
sugar and one-half cup water. 
Cook in a dcuble boiler for 
three minutes, stirring constant- 
ly. Now add the softened gela- 
tin mixture and stir until dis- 
solved. Add this mixture to five 
package: of cream cheese, the 
juice and rind of one’ lemon, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt and 
fold in cne-half cup whipped 
cream. Fold in the beaten 
whites of three eggs and pour 
the mixture into the mold. 
Spread the remaining crumb 
mixture smoothly over the top, 
set in a refrigerator and chill 
until mixture is firm.

GRADUATION PARTIES. 
AREIN ORDER NOW 


Need Not Involve Too Much 
Work if They Have Been 
Planned Carefully. 


Now that graduations are just 


around the corner, some mothers 
at least are going to be confronted 
with a party problem. An evening 
party for high school boys and 
girls need not involve too much 
work if you plan ahead carefully. 
Since high school girls do appreci- 
ate nice food and service, plan the 
food part of the party accordingly. 

Include one hot dish in your 
menu, bread in some form, a relish, 
a sweet and cake, and something 
to drink. The menu given below is 
a very suitable one. 

| Party Menu. 

Shrimp a la Newburg 
Watercress Sandwiches 
Olives Pickles 
Macaroon Ice Cream 
Orange coconut layer cake 
Coffee 

Shrimp a la Newburg calls for 
shrimp in a rather thick white 
sauce to which have been added 
some sliced hard cooked eggs, a 
dash of lemon juice. You may pre- 


pare this dish late in the afternoon

ble boiler just before serving. The 
family chafing dish 
pressed into service and the shrimp 
served at the table. 


make the sandwiches early. You 
might like some soft cheese used 
with the chopped cress instead of 
mayonnaise. Wrap the sandwiches 
in a damp napkin and then in 
waxed paper until needed. 

Orange Coconut Layer Cake. 

Cream one-fourth cup butter with 
one cup sugar and add beaten yolks 
of two eggs. Sift one and one-half 
cups flour with two teaspoons bak- 
ing powder and one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt. Add to first mixture al- 
ternately with one-half cup of or- 
ange juice. Fold in stiffly beaten 
egg whites and bake in a moderate 
oven for 15 or 20 minutes. Put the 
two layers together with an 
orange frosting and sprinkle with 
coconut. 

For the frosting put seven-eighths 
cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
grated orange rind, one unbeaten 
egg white and three _ tablespoons 
orange juice in the top part of a 
double boiler. Beat constantly 
while cooking over boiling water 
for about seven minutes. When it 
stands in peaks remove from fire 
add one pinch of salt and one-half 
teaspoon lemon juice. Beat thor- 
oughly and spread on cake. 

Six or eight crumbed stale maca- 
roons added to your favorite recipe 
for ice cream with one teaspoon al- 
mond flavoring is all that is re- 
quired for macaroon ice cream. 

If you want something a bit more 
elaborate for the one hot dish, a 
chicken mushroom dish might be 
substituted for the shrimp. 

Chicken and Mushrooms. 

One and one-half tablespoons but- 
ter. * 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One cup evaporated milk. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One cup chicken broth. 

Two cups diced cooked chicken. 

Mushrooms, cooked or canned, 

Pimiento, parsley, garnish. 

Make a cream sauce of the but- 
ter, flour, salt, chicken broth and 
milk. Add the diced chicken, and 
heat over boiling water. Add sau- 
ted mushrooms (if desired) last. Ar- 
range boiled rice in a large ring 
on platter by spoonfuls, or make a 
ring mold of the rice. Pour chicken 
mixture into center, garnish with 
pimiento and green pepper strips 
and serve at the table. This makes 
eight to ten servings. 


AN INEXPENSIVE MEAL FOR 
FOUR REQUIRES MINIMUM 
EFFORT 10 PREPARE 


Meals that involve a minimum ef- 
fort and strain on the budget are 
very popular now. Energy foods 
are a prime requisite no matter 
how small the outlay may be. A 
dinner for four that has all the re- 
quirements consists of baked pork 
chops, baked carrots and peas, ap- 
ple sauce relish, corn stick, baked 
custard and coffee.. The nice thing 
about the baked dishes is that you 
can prepare them, pop them into 
the oven and just about forget 
about them. This meal costs very 
little and is very tasty. 

Baked Carrots and Peas. 

Slice or dice two carrots and 
place in buttered dish with one- 
fourth teaspoon salt and a few 
grains of pepper. Add one-half cup 
liquor from one can of peas. Cover 
and bake one hour in a moderate 
oven (375 degrees). Fifteen min- 
utes before removing from the oven, 
add the drained peas. Add two 
tablespoons butter just before serv- 


ing. 


Apple Sauce Relish. 
Mix one cup of apple sauce and 
three tablespoons horseradish. 
Serve as a relish with the pork 


chops. 


Serving Broiled Lobster. 

The lobster is always split before 
broiling. Serve it on a large plat- 
ter, or if small lobsters are used, 
serve one to each person on hot 
plates. Crack the claws with nut 
crackers in the kitchen, and serve 
oyster forks to use for extracting 
the meat from the claws. The shell 
has to be removed with the fingers 
when eating the claws, and it is 
perfectly permissible to use : the 
fingers to pull off the “fingers” that 
contain dainty morsels of meat.

Clever Housewife Can Find a 
Way of Serving Them When 
They Have Accumulated. 


Left-overs have a way of. accu- 
mulating no matter how carefully 


meals are planned. Sometimes it is 
economy to plan deliberately, but 
when one is confronted by those 
odds and ends that just happen it is 
another question. Using them for 
luncheon is one way of disposing 
of them, but using them for dinner 
requires thought. 

A chicken carcass solves its own 
problem. The bones, cooked with a 
bit of onion and celery and one 
quart or more water, yield a strong 
stock that can be strained. With 
the addition of one cup of rice, more 
water and cooking you have a very 
tasty soup.: This will serve two or 
three. Where the family is larger 
the chicken stock may be added to 
a cream soup or puree and the re- 
sultant dish will never be recog- 
nized as a left-over. 

Mashed potatoes can be convert- 
ed into potato cakes that are crisp 
and brown. A little milk, a dash of 
paprika, some flour to hold the 
cakes together and a hot skillet are 
needed. If you like an onion fla- 
vor, fry some thin slices of onion 
in the fat while the skillet is heat- 
ing. 

Vegetables Become Soup. 

The French housewife whose fru- 
gality is a motto and whose cooking 
is unexcelled, has one answer for 
left-over vegetables: Cream soups. 
The vegetables are put through a 
sieve, milk and seasoning are added 
and the whole is heated. A yolk of 
egg is beaten with a lump of but- 
ter and a little cream, some soup is 
added to the mixture. Care is taken 
not to curdle the egg mixture, the 
remaining soup is added without 
additional cooking and served im- 
mediately with croutons. 

If you are salad minded you might 
use the vegetables in a combination 
salad, using shredded cabbage or 
asparagus. With a good dressing 
you can safely serve this salad at 
dinner, 

A Tasty Ragout. 

Left-over steak, plus vegetables 
such as carrots and peas, becomes 
neither hash nor stew, but ragout. 
The steak is cut into dice and sprin- 
kled with salt, pepper, and one tea- 
spoon of flour or more, depending 
on the amount of meat. Melt one 
tablespoon butter in a frying pan, 
add the meat and stir until brown.

Sometimes Trick Can 
Turned by Different Com- 
bination or by Unusual Dish.

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Every hostess knows how hard it 
is sometimes to find just what she 
needs to round out the salad course, 
to add distinction to her meat 
course or to add that necessary dif- 
ferent touch to the dessert. This 
is only achieved by much experi- 
ence, by a-sure knowledge of food 
and flavor combinations but some- 
times just one unusual dish will 
turn the trick. This particular 
dish will be remembered when 
others are forgotten and your 
guests will spread your fame! Here 
some suggestions for such 
dishes and for some combinations 
that have proved successful because 
they are just a bit different from 
the usual run. : 


Poached Fillet of Sole. 
(With White Grapes.) 
This makes a distinctive 


luncheon course or an excellent 
fish courge for your dinner party. 
For six people have three pounds 
sole or flounder filleted.

THREE DROP COOKIE 
THAT ARE DIFFERENT 


Go Well Where Time Is at a 
Premium and Cookies Are 
a Household Necessity. 


Where time is at a premium 
and cookies are a household nec- 
essity the dropped kind seems to 
be a solution. Rolled and cut 
cookies are splendid when there is 
ample time for using fancy cutters, 
but when a quick cookie is needed 
use these. The dough should not 
be too stiff but should hold its 
shape fairly well when put on the 
cookie sheet. If the dough is too 
thin a flat, wafer like cookie is the 
result instead of a plump mound 
of goodness. 

Drop cookies can be made any 
size. Judge the size you want by 
the first panful baked. The cookies 
can be made perfectly round if you 
watch them as you drop them. They 
may be rolled into little balls, set 
on the baking sheet and then flat- 
tened ever so slightly if you prefer 
them that way. 

These cookies have a decided vir- 
tue. They are different from the 
ordinary kind and will keep fresh 
for several weeks if stored in a 
jar or tin box.

Use canned diced beets for this 
if you wish to save time.

Children Feel 
Sorrow Acutely 


As Do Adults 
By Mrs. Brooke P. Church 


HEN her husband died Mrs. 
W smitn was prostrated with 

grief. For days she was un- 
able to go about her life and at- 
tend to her duties, but sat about 
in a state of distracted sorrow, re- 
fusing to eat. 
There were three children in the 


family, the oldest 13. They had 
adored their father, and felt his 


loss deeply. But their mother 
never thought of that. Wrapped 


up in her own sorrow, she failed to 
realize the children’s bereavement, 
and they suffered the double pain 
of their father’s loss and their 
mother’s preoccupation. 

Even very little children often 
feel sorrow quite as acutely as 
adults, For them, too, there is the 
added burden of inexperience. 
They are facing, probably for the 
first time, the mystery of life, 
which is death. More than at any 
other time do they need help and 
guidance and a sense of stability 
in a world which is tottering about 
them. 

If in such a contingency parents 
could lay aside their own grief to 
comfort their children they might 
themselves find some consolation. 
Too often they are apt to feel “Is 
there any grief like my grief?” and 
to take it for granted that the chil- 
dren feel nothing, or at any rate 
will recover quickly. 

Children who are neglected in 
such a crisis and thrown in on 
themselves frequently come in time 
to show serious symptoms such as 
hysteria, anemia, digestive troubles, 
insomnia, which can readily be 
traced back to the emotional stress 
under which they labored alone. 
They, far more than the adult, 
needs the relief of tears, the 
chance to talk, to recall the past.

More Factors 


In Treatment 
For Diabetics 


Skin Is Unusually Subject to 
Infection and Needs Care- 
ful Attention.

IET alone, or insulin and diet 
D alone, are not the only factors 

in treatment which the diabetic 
patient should watch. 

The feet and the skin are parts 
of the body which should be most 
carefully guarded. The diabetic is 
especially liable to foot trouble. 
There are conditions named “dia- 
betic grangrene” and “diabetic 
ulcer,” both occurring during the 
course of diabetes, almost exclu- 
sively on the feet. 

The first matter which should 
receive attention is the way the 
feet are shod and protected. Soft 
woolen stockings are essential, and 
it may come as a surprise to know 
that they are more comfortable and 
cooler in the summer than the thin- 
ner varieties. -The important thing 
is that the feet should be kept 
warm and the circulation evened in 
this way. 

Well fitting shoes are the next 
requisite. The skin of the feet 
should never be irritated or rubbed. 
A callous or a blister may be the be- 
ginning of something far more seri- 
ous. 
Extreme care should be observed 
not to bruise the feet. Stubbing the 
toe may be a joke to a healthy per- 
son, but it is Hable to be anything 
else to the diabetic. 
While a good circulation should 
be maintained in the feet by warm 
stockings, they should not suffer 
congestion. The use of a footstool 
will promote return of blood from 
the feet, simply by its elevation. 
And it will do something else, in 
that it will protect the back of the 
legs from pressure on the edge of a 
too high chair. 
Tight garters, which might in- 
duce swelling of the veins, are to 
be avoided for the same reasons. 

As to the skin, it has been sug- 
gested that Job probably suffered 
from diabetes on account of the in- 
tensity of his complaints about his 
boils. For some reason not wholly 
understood, the skin in diabetes is 
extremely subject to infection, and 
boils and carbuneles form much 
more readily in diabetics than in 
normal people. Whether this is due 
to the fact that the blood has an 
excess amount of sugar and forms 
a better culture medium or not is 
debatable. At any rate, it is known 
that if the blood sugar is’ kept 
down by diet, it minimizes the 
chances for this complication. 

At the same time, the skin itself 
neeas attention, and only the best 
and purest soap should be used for 
cleansing purposes. The question of 
the cleanliness of the diabctic’s skin 
is far more important than in a 
person unaffected with the disease. 
As in the case of the feet, however, 
care should be taken that rough 
scruffing and scrubbing must be 
avoided. Such irritations as those 
that come from tight or jagged col- 
lar-bands should all receive their 
proper attention. 

A final accessory method of 
treatment in diabetes is exercise. 
Many diabetics learn that if they 
take a moderate amount of exercise 
they are able to consume more 
starchy food than they would ordi- 
narily, without showing sugar. This 
is perhaps natural, when we re- 
member that the glucose in the 
blood is oxidized in the muscles 
when they are at work, and appar- 
ently this extra effort of exercise 
will not only reduce the blood 
sugar, but also increase the toler- 
ance of the individual.

Here were blaz- 
ing noons—flaunting a madness of 
gold and scarlet. And passionate 
nights, mysterious, alluring, heart- 
breaking in their brooding loveli- 
ness. 

The desert—this! This place of 

exquisite enchantment. Death Val- 
ley? But never did earth breathe 
such allurement, such promise! Yet 
presently I saw that therein lay its 
tragedy. Promises? Yes! But they 
all led nowhere. .

“You can’t 
let anything bother you. Even if 
your opponent is way out in front, 
you simply must not get excited 
about it. I think the best reason- 
ing you can apply in this case is 
that if your game isn’t as good as 
hers, you can’t bring it up in such 


a short time anyway, so why get 
excited.” 

Asked about occasional reports 
that women resort to unfair tactics 
in competitive games, this young- 
ster who wears the district crown 
was inclined to give them the bene- 
fit of the doubt. The only incident 
she could recall which might be in- 
terpreted as unfair was a_ time 
when they eliminated an expert, but 
slightly portly, lady golfer by set- 
ting too brisk a pace around the 
course, 

But portly ladies are few among 
women golfers. It’s too strenuous 
@ game for anybody carrying 
around excess avoirdupois, although 
Sara recommends golf for those 
who want to loge weight. So, if 
you have been putting on weight 
this winter, you might begin to do 
some earnest thinking about some 
good, serious golf in the spring. 

“For the beginner who thinks she 
might be interested in golf,” Sara 
advised, “I would suggest that she 
get a good teacher. Then no bad 
habits will be formed which will 
have to be broken later. Next she 
should pick out somebody to play 
with who is at least better than 
she. That will give her a mark to 
shoot at. And last, but not least, 
I'd suggest, if she really wants to 
be something more than just an 
ordinary golfer, that she dispose of 
all her obligations, social and oth- 
erwise, during the winter months, 
and be ready for her golf when 
spring gets heres”

Poor Time for 


Finesse During 
Contract Play 
By P. Hal Sims 


OUTH had some glittering plan 


S in view. There is no doubt of 
that. He meditated vaguely that 

if the club finesse went, and the 
diamond finesse went, and the 
spade finesse went, he could make 
approximately seven no trumps, 
provided he could coax his oppo- 
nents into covering and not cover- 
ing at the right moments. 
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Holding a strong hand, with 
tenace positions, South opened the 
bidding with one no trump. North 
raised the contract to two, and 
South ended matters with a three 
no-trumps bid. 

The opening lead was the queen 
of hearts. Now, no matter how 
much you may want to take a 
certain finesse, you should never 
jeopardize your contract for the 
sake of a few paltry overtricks. 
South should immediately give up 
a diamond. West will continue 
hearts. South ean hold off until 
the third round, and then take 
the club finesse. East’s natural 
return is a spade. Once more, South 
should resist temptation, go up with 
the ace, and take home four no 
trumps gladly. 

For some strange reason, how- 
ever, South took the club finesse. 
East happily won with the king, 
and returned a heart. South was 
able to stay off until the third 
round, and run three more clubs; 
but when he took the diamond 
finesse, West managed to dig up 
two long hearts to set the contract. 

We recall falling once for some- 
thing like that. We were playing 
the hand in three no trumps, in 
the face of a two-diamond over- 
call by our left-hand opponent. Ac- 
cording to the opening lead, he held 
either five or six diamonds to the 
ace, jack, nine; certainly not a 
very fine overcall. Therefore, we 
placed the ace of spades in his 
hand, and with nine top tricks 
staring us in the face, attempted 
to drive out the card. If the dia- 
mond bidder didn’t have it, he most 
surely held six diamonds, which 
would mean that his partner was 
now void, as we had held originally 
the king. queen, small, and there

HERE always will be some 
women who get. best results 
from massaging the muscles of 
the face, while others should leave 
the massage to those who under- 
stand it fully, and learn to keep 
the muscles of their faces (and in- 
cidentally, the throat muscles since 
these support the facial muscles) 


firm through a set of exercises. It 
is reasonable to suppose that much 
of the flabbiness that appears in 
the face and throat muscles is due 
to a lack of exercise, and when 
massage is given correctly, it be- 
comes a form of exercise.
